Although theſe and other REP deer with the 
name itſelf, which plainly appears to be Norman, ſufficiently 
evince the great antiquity of this family; yet the firſt of the 
Grevilles which I find mentioned on record, is in the reign 
of king Edward I. 1294 (e), when William Grevill died 
ſeized of the manors of Inglewait and Awaldtoftes, in the 
county of Vork; and of the office of chief foreſter of Gal- 
teres, with the juriſdiction there. After him was John Gre- 
vill, with whom the learned Camden begins his curious and 
accurate pedigree of the family, the original roll of which is 


in the poſſeſſion of Francis, the preſent. earl Brooke, and earl 
of Warwick. | 


Joun GREvIIL died before the 33d year of king Ed- 
ward III. (f) in which year there was a plea between Mar- 
garet the wife of the ſaid John, and Richard de Caurs and 
Iſabel his wife, concerning the wardſhip of William Grevill, | 
Jon and heir of the ſaid John. 


This WILLIAM GR EVIL was ſeated at Campden*, in 
Glouceſterſhire (g), and had iſſue, William his ſon and

heir. They were both living in the 21ſt year of king Ri- 
chard II. and being wrote William Grevel of Campeden, 


the one lent the king 200 marks, and the other 100 marks, 


great ſums in thoſe days. On the 1oth of Auguſt, 1397 (h), 
the king acknowledges the receipt of the ſaid loan from them, 
and promiſes payment thereof in the Quindenes of Eaſter then 
next. The year after, this laſt William having purchaſed the 


manor of Milcote in Warwickſhire, of ſir Walter Beauchamp, 
knight, he, to ſtrengthen his title, obtained a releaſe, bearing 


date at Milcote, on the 5th day of November, in the 22d 
year of king Richard II. (i) from William de Peto, couſin 


and heir to Geffery de Langley, whoſe right it was, in the 


reign of king Edward III. and being ſo poſſeſſed thereof, 
entailed it by fine, in the 2d year of king Henry IV. (k) on 
the iſſue male of his body, by Joan then his wife, and for 
want of ſuch iſſue, upon John, and Lodowick, his ſons by 


Margaret his firſt wife, and the ifſue male of their bodies 
ſucceſſively, with remainder to his own right heirs. He died 


in the 3d year of king Henry IV. and conſonant to the orders 
in his laſt will (I), was buried in the church of the bleſſed 
Virgin Mary of Campden, in which church his monument 
ſtill remains (m). By his laft will and teſtament, bearing 
date at Campden, April 2d, 1401, and proved in the year 
following, he bequeathed to that church, 100 marks towards 
its repairs, and 200l. to maintain four chaplains to ſay maſs 


therein, during the ten following years, for his ſoul and the 


ſouls of all his anceſtors. He bequeaths his manors, lands, 
&c, to Joan his wife, John Grevill his ſon, and Richard 
Rrothell, his executors ; and appoints fir Roger Hatton, ab- 
bot of Eveſham, and fir William Bradley, ſuperviſors. The 
ſaid Joan, his ſecond wife (n), was ſiſter and heir of fir Phi-

Jonm GREVIILE, eldeſt ſon and heir of the laſt mentioned 
Win. e alſo (p) at Campden, and being (q) ſheriff 
of Glouceſterſhire, and the Marches 
of Wales, in the 6th year of king 
Henry IV. bore for his arms (r), 
ſable, upon a croſs engrailed, with- 
in the like border, or, ten annulets 
of the ſecond, with a mullet of five 
points in the dexter quarter. In 
the 8th year of king Henry V. he 
obtained the king's pardon for all 
tranſgreſſions (s), in that he, and 


Sibil his tits; daughter and heir of fir Robert Corbet, knight, 


deceaſed, had entered on the lands and tenements which 
Joan, the wife of the ſaid fir Robert, held in dower. Sibil, 
his wife, dying ſoon after without iſſue, he married (t) 
Joyce, daughter of fir Walter Cokeſey, knight, and ſiſter and 
heir to Hugh Cokeſey; and by her he had iſſue John, his 
ſon and heir. 


This Jonun GREvILLE reſided at Cherlton Regis, in the

four other parliaments, viz. from the laſt of king Henry V. 

to the thirteenth of king Henry VI. On the death of Joan, his 
grand-father's ſecond wife, in the 28th year of king Henry VI. 
he became poſſeſſed of the manor of Milcote, which ſhe 
held during her life; and thereupon made that ſeat his 
principal reſidence (w). He was in the commiſſion of the 
peace for the county of Warwick, and (x) ſheriff of that 
and Leiceſterſhire, in the firſt year of king Edward IV. 
In the fifth year of that reign (y) he had the honour of 
knighthood conferred on him; and in the 13th of king Ed- 
ward IV. (z) had livery of the lands which deſcended to 
him by the death of his mother. The ſame year he was 
ſheriff (a) of Warwickſhire and Leiceſterſhire; as alſo a third 
time, in the 17th year of king Ed- 

ward IV. He bore the ſame arms as 

his father did, excepting the annu- 
lets upon the croſs, as appears by 

his picture, together with that of 

his wife, both kneeling in their 

ſurcoats of arms, in the eaſt win- 

dow of the pariſh church at Binton, „ 
in Warwickſhire (b). He departed of Aﬀateo?. 

this life on the 6th day of Auguſt, 

in the 20th year of Edward IV. and, purſuant to the direc- 
tions given in his laſt will (c), was buried in St. Ann's chapel 
in the church of Weſton upon Avon (d). By Joan his wife, 
daughter of William Scote, he left iſſue Thomas, his only ſon 


and heir; as alſo two daughters, Ann and Margaret, both of 
whom died without iſſue,

THOMAS GREVILLE, only ſon and heir of the above-men- 


tioned John, was (e) twenty-ſix years of age at the deceaſe of 
his father. He aſſumed the name of Cokeſey in reſpect of the 


inheritance he enjoyed by deſcent from his grand-mother, and 


having livery of his father's lands, made Milcote his chief 
reſidence. In the ſame year, 20 Edward IV. (f) he was 
conſtituted ſheriff of Warwickſhire and Leiceſterſhire, and at 
the coronation of king Henry VII. (g) was one of the knights 
of the Bath then created. The next year, 2 Hen. VII. he 
was made (h) a knight banneret, for his valiant behaviour 'in 
the battle of Stoke. In the 4th year of king Henry VII. he 
was (i) one of the commiſſioners of array in the county of 


Warwick, for ſending archers, &c. into Britany, for relief of 


that dutchy, and the year after, was conſtituted (k) one of the 
juſtices for Jail delivery in Warwickſhire. In the 6th year of 
king Henry VII. he was a commiſſioner (1) for arraying of 
men in defence of this realm, then in danger of an invaſion 
from Charles IX. king of France; and in the commiſſion of 


the peace for the county of Warwick, from that time until his 


deceaſe (u: This ſir Thomas (n) died in the 14th year of 


: king Henry WI. (o) leaving no iſſue by Elizabeth his wife, 


daughter to William lord Herbert: whereupon Robert Ruſlel} 
and Robert W inter were found to be his couſins and heirs, and 
inherited the lands of the Cokeſeys; but by force of the entail 
made in the 2d year of king Henry IV. the manor of Milcote, 
and other manors and lands of the Grevilles, reſorted to John 
Greville, great grand-child to Lodowick, ſecond ſon to William 
Greville, of 2

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This LoDowIcE or LEwis GREVILLE married (p) Margaret, 
the only daughter and heir of ſir Giles Arderne, or Ardene, of 
Drayton, near Banbury in Oxfordſhire, knight, by Philippa 
his wife, who was alſo a conſiderable heireſs; and which fir 
Giles Ardene was lineally deſcended from TuRcHITIL DE. 


WARWICK, earl of Warwick at the time of the conqueſt, as 


the annexed table ſheweth. In conſequence of this marriage 
Lodowick (q) ſettled at Drayton, the ancient ſeat of his wife's 
family ; and being thus poſſeſſed of that rich inheritance, 
added to his own paternal eſtate, which had been greatly aug- 
mented by part of the poſſeſſions of the lords Dinan or Dinham, 
he raiſed this branch of the family of Greville to ſo eminent a 
degree, that Leland, as we mentioned before, ſays they were 
at length poſſeſſed of 3300 marks per annum. But this great 
eſtate, as Leland further informs us, by the fraud of one So- 
merton, to whom it came to be bequeathed in truſt, without a 
proper declaration of uſes, and by the extravagance of the 
grand-father of the Grevilles of Drayton, who lived in the time 
of king Henry VIII. came to be reduced to 400 marks per 
annum. This Lodowick died on the 28th of Auguſt, 1438, 


and was buried at Drayton (r). He left iſſue four ſons, viz. 


William, his heir; Richard, who was knight for (s) Oxford- 
ſhire in the 8th year of king Henry V.; Robert (t); and 


John (u), from whom the GReviLLEs of Lemington * in 


Glouceſterſhire derive their deſcent, 


WILLIAM GRE VILLE, the heir of Lodowick, was alſo ſeated 
at Drayton, He married (x) Anne, daughter of fir Robert 
Frances, of Formark, in the county of Derby, knight, and

was ſucceeded by oe, his ſon and heir, 


This RalrRH GREVILLE took to wife Margaret, (z) daughter 
and coheir Thomas Poyntz, of Frampton-Cottell, in the 
county of Glouceſter, eſquire; and as, by this marriage, the 
Grevilles his deſcendants have the right of quartering the arms 
of no leſs than five ancient and honourable families, viz, of 
Poyntz, Bardolph, Mallet, Clanebow, and Acton, it will 
not be improper to deduce the pedigree of that lady. 


Oſbert Fitz Ponz, Poins, Poynz, or Poyntz as it was after- 


wards written, was, in the reign of king Stephen, poſſeſſed 


of a fair eſtate in the county of Glouceſter (a). He left iſſue 
Hugh Poyntz, whoſe only ſon and heir Hugh, having married 
Maud, one of the daughters and coheirs of Hugh lord Bar- 
dolf (b), by her was father of Nicholas Poyntz. This Ni- 


cholas Poyntz, together with Hugh his only ſon, took part 


with the rebellious barons againſt king John; for which, in 
the 17th year of that king, they were diſſeized of their lands, 


then lying in the counties of Somerſet, Dorſet and Glouceſter. 


(c) Nicholas in the following year returned to his obedience, 
and obtained reſtitution of his lands (d). In the third year of 


king Henry III. he, together with Joane his wife, had the 


king's licence for a weekly market at his manor of Ampthill in 
Bedfordſhire (e), ſoon after which he died (f). But Hugh 
continuing in his diſloyalty, was kept priſoner in the caſtle of 
Briſtol, and dying the year after his father, left iſſue by Hele- 


wiſe (g) his wife, daughter of William, and ſiſter and coheir 
of William Mallet, of Cory Mallet, in the county of So- 
merſet, Nicholas Poyntz, his fon and heir, then in his mi- 


nority.

' ſhire, the moiety of the manor of Bollingham in Cambridge- 


ſhire, and of the manors of Sutton, in Dorſetſhire, and To- 
kington in Glouceſterſhire, leaving Hugh, his ſon and heir, at 
that time twenty-one years of age (k). 


This Hugh Poyntz was ſummoned to parliament by the 


title of Lord Poyntz, Baron of Cory Mallet, from the 23d of 


June, in the 2.3d year of king Edward I. until the firſt year of 


king Edward II. in which year he died, leaving Nicholas, his 


ſon and heir, then thirty years of age (1). 


| Nicholas Poyntz was likewiſe ſummoned to parliament in the 
2d, 2d, and 4th years of king Edward II. He married firſt, 


Elizabeth, daughter of Eudo la Zouch by Milicent de Mont- 


alt, ſiſter and heir of George de Cantelupe baron of Berga- 
venny, and widow of John de Montalt. By her he had a ſon, 


Hugh, from whoſe ſecond fon the Poyntz's of Glouceſterſhire 


were deſcended, He married ſecondly Maud (m), ſiſter and heir 
of fir John Acton, of Iron-Acton in the county of Glouceſter, 
knight; by whom he had a ſon, John Poyntz, ſeated at Iron- 
Acton aforeſaid. This John Poyntz married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Philip Clanebow, and one of the couſins and heirs of 
Thomas Clanebow ; by whom he had a fon, Robert: which 
Robert Poyntz, of Iron-Acton, married Catherine, daughter of 
Thomas Berkley, alias Fitz-Nicholas, of Ticknam ; and by 


her left a ſon, Thomas Poyntz, of Frampton-Cottell ; whoſe 


daughter and coheir Margaret was married to the aforeſaid

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EpwarD GREVILLE, the firſt ſon, was in the commiſſion 
of the peace for Warwickſhire in the 1ſt year of king 
Henry VIII. In the 5th year of king Henry VIII. he was 
"n preſent at the ſiege of Teroven, and at the battle that enſued, 
| | called by our hiſtorians the battle of Spurs, from the ſwiftneſs 

of the French in running away (r); and having afterwards 

aſſiſted at the ſtorming of Tournay, he in reward for his 
valiant behaviour received the honour of knighthood, on the 
13th of October, 1513. In the 12th year of king Henry VIIT. 
he was one of the knights (s) appointed to attend the king and 
queen to Canterbury, and from thence to Calais and Guiſnes, 
—_ to the meeting with the French king; every one of that degree 
1 having a chaplain, eleven ſervants, and eight horſes. In the 
12th year of king Henry VIII. he obtained the wardſhip of 
„Elizabeth, one of the daughters and coheirs, and at laſt the

contributed to aggrandiſe his family, as will appear from what 


afterwards followeth. He married Anne, daughter of Robert 


Denton, of Armeſden, in the county of Bucks, eſquire (t); 3 


by whom he had four ſons, viz. John, his eldeſt ſon and heir; 
Fulke, his ſecond ſon, of whoſe poſterity I am principally to 
treat; and Thomas and Edward, both of whom died without 
iſſue. He departed this life in the 2oth year of king Henry VIII. 
and was buried in St. Anne's chapel, in the church of Weſton 


upon Avon, according to the appointment of his will. 


Jonx GrevilLE, of Milcote and Drayton, eldeſt ſon of 
the before-mentioned fir Edward Greville, was one of the 
knights for the county of Warwick in the Zoth year of king 
Henry VIII. and being knighted at the coronation of king 
Edward VI. died on the 25th of November, in the following 
year, leaving by his wife Elizabeth, the daughter of John 


Spencer, of Hodnet, eſquin, an wy ſon, Edward, who was 


afterwards knighted. 


This fir EDwARD GREvILLE of Milcote (u) married Mar- 
garet, daughter and coheir of William Willington, of 


Burleſton, in the county of Warwick; by whom he had 


Lodowick, his only ſon; which Lodowick, having married 


Thomaſin, daughter of fir William Peters, knight, left iſſue 


Edward, his only fon and heir, who was Enighted. 


This fir EDwWARD GRE VILLE of Milcote (w) married Joane, 
daughter of ſir Thomas Bromley, chancellor of England, and 


by her had iſſue John, his only ſon, and ſeven daughters, viz.

father's life-time, fir Edward ſold his whats eſtate to Lionell 
Cranfield, earl of Middleſex ; and thus the elder branch of the 
family of Greville of Milcote came to be extinct (x). 


T now return to Fulke, ſecond ſon to fir Edward Greville, 
and brother to fir John Greville aforeſaid, This Fulke had 
for wife Elizabeth before mentioned, the ward of his father, 
one of the greateſt heireſſes then in England; and by her had 
a numerous iſſue, Before I treat of him, and of the offspring 
of this marriage, it may not be improper to giye a particular 
account of the deſcent of this lady, from whom the family 
of the Grevilles inherited a very large eſtate, and partook of 
the nobleſt blood in England. She was not only ſole heir of 
the family of Willoughby of Brooke by her father, but by 
her grand-mother was deſcended from the old earls of War- 
wick, and was heir to one of the moſt conſiderable branches 
of that illuſtrious family. I ſhall therefore go back to the time 
when the houſe of Warwick flouriſhed, 


In this family, which gave a en of earls for upwards 
of four hundred years, and fell at laſt by its own weight, the 
reader will have a remarkable inſtance of the dignity, wealth, 
and power of the ancient Engliſh nobility, as well as of the 
uncertainty of human grandeur. Ne 


In order to make the digreſſion more entertaining to the 
curious reader, and to throw light upon the ſubject in hand, I 
ſhall begin with a ſhort hiſtorical review of the old earls of 
Warwick, ſo well known in Engliſh hiſtory. 


J. Roſſe, or Rous, the noted Warwickſhire antiquary, 
who died in the year 1491(y), not only aſſures us that 
Warwick hath had its earls ever ſince the reign of the renowned 
king Arthur, in whoſe time, as he gravely aſſerts, Arthgal, 
or Artigalih, firſt enjoyed that honour ; but likewiſe furniſhes

earls, taken from the antient Britiſh chronicles (2): and in 
this he is partly followed by fir William Dugdale in his Anti- 
quities of Warwickſhire, The former part of Rous's work 
favours ſo much of fable and romance, that little or no credit 
can be given thereto : and it is certain that, although Warwick, 
as well as other counties, had its earls in the period preceding 
the invaſion of this iſland by William duke of Normandy, yet 
thoſe earls were no more than either fiduciary vicecomites, 


or ſubſtitutes to the earls of Mercia, within whoſe earldom 


Warwickſhire was included; or immediate officers to the king; 
and had not in themſelves any abſolute juriſdiction: neither 
did they in their own right poſſeſs the caſtle and town of 
Warwick“, or receive the third penny of the county, as would 
have been the caſe had they been earls in fee. 


At the time of the conqueſt, TurcniLL, who had then 
lately ſucceeded his. father Alwine as earl or vicecomes of 
Warwick, had large paſſeſſions in that and the neighbouring 
counties. Although he was a nobleman of great note and 
power, yet he did not give any aſſiſtance to Harold in his, 
oppoſition to duke William; for which reaſon that conqueror 
not only ſuffered him to continue in quiet poſſeſſion of his vaſt 


eſtates, all which he enjoyed during his life f; but alſo em-

ployed him to enlarge and fortify the caſtle and town of War- 
wick (a), although he ſoon after deprived him of the earldom. 


William the Conqueror having thus cauſed the town of 
Warwick to be fortified with a ditch and gates (b), and the 
caſtle to be repaired and enlarged *, which until that time 
conſiſted of little more than the fortification, called the Dun- 
geon, built in the year 915, by order of Ethelfleda, daughter 
of king Alfred, upon an hill of earth artificially raiſed near 
the river fide (c), committed the cuſtody of that ſtrong place 
ta HENRY DE NEWBURGH, whom he had then lately advanced 
to the dignity of EARL oF WARWICK, and annexed to the 
earldom and caſtle, the manor of Warwick with its appur- 
tenances, which was then in the crown, and included the

Soon after the death of the Conqueror, William Rufus, his 
gucceſſor, enriched this new- created earl with the greateſt part 


of 
names which Rous derives from Gwayr, a Britiſh prince, and Mat- 
thew Paris [2] from Warèmund; but the learned Camden in- 
clines to think that thoſe names are derived from Guarth, a Britiſh 
word which ſignifies Præſidium, a Fortreſs. This place often 
ſuffered by the devaſtations of the Pits and other barbarous na- 
tions, and at length was deſtroyed by the Danes; in which ruinous 
condition it remained till the renowned lady Ethelfleda, daughter to 
king Alfred, who had the whole earldom of Mercia given to her 
by her father on her marriage with the noble Ethelred, repaired its 
ruins, and in the year of Chriſt 905. made a ſtrong fortification 
here, called the Dungeon, for reſiſtance -of the enemy, upon an 
hill of earth artificially raiſed near the river ſide, as 1s yet to be 
ſeen on the weſt ſide of the caſtle; which place being about the 
midſt: of the Mercian territories, and a fort ſo conſiderable in 
reſpe& of its natural ſituation, was of great importance for ſe- 
curing the peace of all thoſe parts. At the Norman invaſion it 
was in a flouriſhing ſtate, and a borough containing 261 houſes, 
whereof 130 were poſſeſſed by the king, 112 by his barons, and 
the reſt, being nineteen, by ſo many burgeſſes, who enjoyed 
them with ſoc, and ſac, and all cuſtoms as they did in Edward 
the Confeſſor's days: twelve of them were by tenure, as appears 
from Domeſday-book, to accompany the king in his wars. He 
who, on warning, did not go, was fined 100 8. to the king; but if 
the king croſſed the ſeas againſt an enemy, then they were either 
to ſend him four butſueins, (mariners) or, in lieu of them, four 
pounds in deniers [3]. Within the precincts of the caſtle ſtood 
a church, dedicated to the honour of All Saints, firſt founded, as 
J. Rous ſays, in the time of the Britons. 'This church had divers 
cuſtoms and privileges belonging to it, as appears by a char- 
ter of king Henry I. dated at Woodſtock, whereby he confirmed 
them, as alſo judicia ferri et aquæ, i. e. ſire and water ordeal, in 
as ample a manner as that church was wont to have them in Edward 
the Confeſſor's time; but afterwards Simon, biſnop of Worcefter, 
anno 1125, united this church to the collegiate church of St. 
Mary in Warwick, founded by Roger earl of Warwick [4].

This Henry DE NEWBURGH, earl of Warwick, who 
took his ſurname from the caſtle of Newburgh in Nor- 
mandy, the place of his birth, was 


attended William the Conqueror into 
England, and was, as the annexed 
table ſheweth, lineally deſcended from 
Bernard, a Saxon nobleman, who 
Henry e Newburgh. coming into Denmark, and Joining 
Earl of Warwick . Rollo, afterwards the firſt duke of 

| Normandy, in his expedition againſt 
France, ſoon became his chief counſellor, and ſecond in 
command to him in his deſcent upon that kingdom (f). 
On the quarrel between king William the Conqueror and 
his ſon Robert Curthoſe, this Henry was one of thoſe 
great men, who in the year 1081, effected the reconcilia- 
tion between them, and having ſtrictly adhered to the in- 
tereſt of Henry, the king's fourth and youngeſt fon, with 


whom he had conſtantly lived in the ſtricteſt intimacy, was 


by his induſtry and authority the chief inſtrument in ad- 


vancing that prince to the throne, upon the death of his bro-

Henry de Beaumont, fand Fon aſrumed the 
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ther William Rufus (g). In the reign of Henry I. he, in 
imitation of that king, who made a park at Woodſtock, be- 
gan making Wedgenock-Park, about two miles from his 


| caſtle at Warwick. Whether it was finiſhed by himſelf, or 


his ſucceſſors, is not certain; but he was ſoon imitated in 


this piece of magnificence by others; and hence the waſte | 


of lands, for parks, became ſo frequent in after- ages, among 


the nobility in England. The ſame earl founded, on the north 


ſide of the town of Warwick, an hoſpital, or priory *, for 
canons regular, in honour of the Holy Sepulchre, and of 
that order, cauſing it to be built on the ſame ſpot where 
the ancient parochial church of St. Helen formerly ſtood (h). 
He alſo endowed the church of our Lady, in Warwick, 
with ſeveral tithes and lands for prebends, intending to have 
made it collegiate, and to unite the church of All Saints in 
the caſtle to it; but died before he could complete it (i).

RockR DE NEWBURGH, the ſecond earl of Warwick, was 
a witneſs to king Stephen's laws (n), and was one of thoſe 


who adhered to Maud the empreſs againſt that king. He 
is reputed to have conquered Gowerland in Wales, which 
his poſterity for long time afterwards enjoyed; and wherein 
he founded a priory at Llangonith, which he dedicated to 
St. Kenned, and annexed as a cell to the abbey of St. Tau- 
rinus, at Eureux in Normandy (o). He perfected the foun- 
dation of the priory begun by his father, and founded the 
collegiate church of our Lady at Warwick ; as alſo the ho- 
ſpital of St. Michael for lepers there *, and the houſe of 
the Templers (p) beyond the bridge. Having made very 
large grants and conceſſions to divers other religious houſes 
and churches, as alſo having frequently viſited the Holy 
Land, he was eſteemed a devout and pious man (q). This 


ear] having married Gundrede, daughter to William earl of 


Warren, and ſiſter by the mother's ſide to Walleran earl of 
Meullent and Worceſter (r), died in the 18th year of king 


Stephen, 1153, leaving three ſons; William and Walleran, 


who were ſucceſſively earls of Warwick; and Henry, who 
died without iſſue; as alſo a daughter, Agnes, married to 
Geffrey de Clinton, the king's chamberlain.

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WILLIAM DE NEWBURGH, third earl of Warwick, on 
the aſſeſſment of the aid for marrying the king's daughter 


in the 12th year of king Henry II. certified the number of 
his knights fees to be 105, and half a knight's fee. In the 


20th year of the ſame king he procured an addition of two 


knights to the five knights and ten ſerjeants, who before 
kept guard in the mote of Warwick caſtle (t), and appears 
to have lived in a ſplendour equal to that of any of his an- 
ceſtors*. However, he diſtinguiſhed himſelf chiefly by his pious

in this earl, whoſe grant to Alan, his cook, of the cariTaLE 
MINISTER!UM of his kitchen, to hold by hereditary right of him

HENRY DE NEWBURGH, fifth earl of Warwick, being in 


minority at the death of his father, was committed to the 


cuſtody of Thomas Baſſet, of Hedington near Oxford (b); 
and, upon an inquiſition taken in the 12th and 13th years of 
king John, was certified to hold 107 knights fees of the king 
in capite (c). In the 15th year of that king he came of age, 


and had a ſpecial writ, directing the ſheriff of Warwickſhire 


to deliver unto him tertium denarium comitatus Warewici, 
as his anceſtors uſed to have (d). This earl adhered to king 
John in his wars with the barons, notwithſtanding that king, 
during the earl's minority, had given the ſeigniory of Gower 
in Wales, part of the inheritance of the Warwick family, to 
William de Braoſe, concerning which the ſucceeding earls had 
great diſputes. Upon the difference which happened between 
king Henry III. in the 12th year of his reign, and his brother 


Richard, earl of Cornwall, touching the caſtle of Berkhamp-

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ſted, this earl, together with other barons, took up arms in 
ſupport of the earl of Cornwall's claim ; but the matter in 
diſpute being compromiſed to the ſatisfaftion of both parties, 
he was ever after firmly attached to the part of his ſovereign. 
This Henry died in the 13th year of king Henry III. 1229 (e), 
leaving by his firſt wife, Margery, the eldeſt of the ſiſters and 
coheirs of Henry d'Oily, of Hoke-Norton in Oxfordſhire, 
one ſon, and one daughter, viz, Thomas, who ſucceeded his 
father in the earldom; and Margery, who afterwards became 
heir to her brother. By his ſecond wife, Philippa, one 


of the three daughters and coheirs of Thomas Baſlet, of

the advancement of duke William to the Engliſh throne, 
they by his gift poſſeſſed divers conſiderable eſtates in this 
kingdom; and in the reign of king Henry I. were greatly 
enriched by the marriage of Walter de Beauchamp, with 
Emeline, ſole daughter and heir of Urſo de Abitot, he- 
reditary ſheriff-of--Worceſterſhire : but the great acceſſion of 
wealth and dignity introduced into the family by the 
match with Iſabel, heireſs of Warwick, rendered it ex- 
tremely powerful, inſomuch that from this remarkable period 
it roſe, as will appear in the ſequel, through a ſeries of great 
men, the earls of this line, to ſuch a pitch of grandeur, that 
the Beauchamps became at laſt almoſt too great for ſubjects.

WALTER DE BEAUCHAMP, in the 17th year of king John, 
was appointed governor of Elmley caſtle, and had the cuſtody 
of the county in that year (h) ; but falling from his allegiance, 
and ſiding with the rebellious barons, was excommunicated, 
and had his lands ſeized on, This ſtartled him ſo much, that he 
forthwith made his peace with the king, and Gualo the pope's 
legate; and thereupon giving ſecurity, that he ſhould for the 
future ſerve the king faithfully, and ſhould not at any time 
withdraw from his ſervice, he had reſtitution of his caſtle of 
Worceſter, and the ſheriffalty of that county, upon condition 
that he ſhould hold them for fourteen years after the king's 
full age, and then ſhould reſtore them to him in as good plight 
as he received them, if the king ſo pleaſed (i). In the 18th 
year of king Henry III. he was one of the barons who rebelled

John Beauchamp of Holt. 
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among the great men of his time, by the eminent ſervices 
he rendered to the crown, having been almoſt conſtantly 
in employments, civil or military, under Edward I. for 
twenty-ſix years of the reign of that king. In the 2d year 
of Edward I. he was ſent, with other great lords, to the 
borders of Wales, to hear and redreſs the wrongs and treſ- 
paſſes committed in thoſe parts, contrary to the form of the 
peace which had been concluded between king Henry III. 
and Leweline prince of Wales (o). In the 4th year of 
king Edward I. he was made captain-general of all the 
king's forces in Cheſhire and Lancaſhire, for the defente 
of thoſe counties againſt the incurſions of. the Welch (p). 
Upon ſundry occaſions he aſfiſted in perſon in king Ed- 


ward's wars againſt this principality, and did ſingular ſervice, 


particularly in the 23d year of Edward I, when by ſtrata- 
gem he routed a ſtrong body of the Welch near Montgo- 


mery (q). He likewiſe ſerved the king in his wars in Scot- 


land, and, with John earl of Surrey, in the 24th year of 
king Edward I. defeated the whole Scotch army at Dun- 


bar, and took the town (r). In the year following he was 


ſummoned to attend the king into Flanders, but upon fur- 
ther conſideration was left behind, and made governor of 
the caſtle and foreſt of Rockingham in Northamptonſhire, 
and alſo one of the governors of prince Edward (s), then 
a minor, whom the king had conſtituted his lieutenant du- 
ring his abſence. Before the end of the ſame year he was 
appointed to march with prince Edward againſt the Scotch: 
but it does not appear that either the prince, or the earl 
of Warwick, went upon that expedition, which proved ex- 
tremely unfortunate; for through the miſconduct of the Eng- 
liſh generals, as well as by the valour and military {kill of the 
famous ſir William Wallace, the Engliſh army was this year 
almoſt totally deſtroyed in Scotland (t).

Geffrey juſtice of Ireland (y), and widow of Gerard de Fur- 
nival, three ſons, viz. firſt, Guy, ſo named in honour of the 
famous Guy, earl of Warwick in the time of the Saxons ; 
| ſecondly, Robert; and thirdly, John: 
alſo five daughters; Iſabel, married 
to Peter Chaworth, eſquire ; Maud, 
the wife of Rithen ; Margaret, 
married to John Sudley; and Ann 
and Amy, who were nuns at Should- 
5 0 0 ham in Norfolk. This earl bore 
for his arms, gules, ſeme of croſs 
i. croſlets, with a feſſe, or: which 
croſs croſlets were added to his coat, 
for his father uſed them not; but whether in token of any 
pilgrimage by him made into the Holy L.. or vow ſo to do, 

is uncertain. 
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| Guy DE BEAVCHAMP, eldeſt fon and heir, ſucceeded to 
the earldom of Warwick, and in the ſame year that his 
father died attended the king into Scotland, and aſſiſted at the 
famous battle of Falkirk, where he behaved ſo well, that, 
in reward of his conduct and valour, the king gave him all 
the caſtles and lands of Geffrey de Mowbray, lying in that 
kingdom, excepting the lordſhip of Okeford near Roxborough ; 
likewiſe all the lands of John de Strivelin, with the caſte of 
Amesfeild, and the lands of Drungrey (2). In Michaelmas 
term following, he took poſſeſſion of his office of chamberlain 


of the exchequer, and was ſworn into the office of hereditary 
ſheriff

ſheriff of Worceſterſhire#, He ſerved king Edward J. ſeveral 


years after in that country, and, as a reward for his ſervices, 


he obtained a grant, to himſelf and his heirs, of Bernard 


caſtle in the biſhoprick of Durham, together with the town 


and lordſhip; as alſo the manor of Middleton, with the chaſes 


thereto belonging ; and the manor of Gainsford ; which lands 


were held for life by the wife of Hugh de Baliol ; as alſo all 


the lands held by the wife of Alexander de Baliol, which were 
ta have deſcended to John de Baliol, then the king's enemy 
and rebel. In the reign of king Edward IT. he was one of 
the nobility who ſeized Piers Gaveſton, the king's favourite, 
at Scardeburgh ; of which the king having notice, he ſent to 
deſire they would ſpare his life; which the lords, at the requeſt 
of the earl of Pembroke, agreed to do, and thereupon delivered 
him into the hands of that earl, who ſent him to Walling- 
ford; from whence he was taken by ear] Guy, who carried 
him back to Warwick caſtle, and from thence to Gaverſithe, 
or Blacklow hill, about a mile from Warwick, and there 
cut off his head (a), It ſeems, this great favourite had a par-

ticular ſpleen to the earl, and was wont to call him the Black 
Hound of Arden ; for which, as we have ſeen, he paid with 
his life (b). The earl thought fit, notwithſtanding this bold 
ſtep, to demand a pardon from the king, who was obliged to 
grant it him, but never loved him afterwards (c). They did 
not, however, live long together; for on the 12th of Auguſt, 
1315, the earl died at his caſtle of Warwick, as ſome inſi- 
nuate, of poiſon (d), and was buried, purſuant to the directions 
given in his will, in the abbey of Bordeſley x. By Alice his 
wife, daughter of Ralph, and ſiſter and heir of Robert de 
Tony, of Flamſtead in Hertfordſhire, and widow of Thomas 
de Leyburne, he left two ſons; Thomas, who ſuccceded him; 
and John, who in the following reign diſtinguiſhed himſelf by 
his military ſervices, had the honour to carry the royal ſtznd- 
ard at the battle of Creſſy (e), was ſeveral times captain of 
Calais, and admiral of the king's fleet; conſtable of the tower 
of London, conſtable of Dover caſtle, and warden of the 
Cinque Ports for life ; admiral of the South, North, and Weſt 
ſeas; and one of the founders of the noble order of the Gar- 
ter ; but died without iſſue, in the 34th year of king Ed- 
ward III. and was buried between two pillars on the ſouth 
part of the cathedral church of St. Paul in London, before the 
image of our Lady, where he had a noble monument, which 
was uſually called Duke Humphrey's Tomb (f). Beſides theſe 
two ſons, ear! Guy left five daughters; Maud, married to 
Geffrey lord Say; Emme, the wife of Rowland Odingſels; Iſabel,

TRHOMAS DE BEAUCHAMP, earl of Warwick, was ſcarce 


two years old at his father's death; and therefore Hugh le 
Deſpencer had the cuſtody of his lands, and probably of his 


perſon; but after the ruin of that great favourite in the 


beginning of the next reign, Roger lord Mortimer obtained 


the cuſtody of Warwick caſtle, and all the earl of Warwick's 


lands, on account of a marriage intended between him and 
a daughter of that lord's (g): and two years afterwards the 
king received his homage by ſpecial favour, as if he had 


been of full age, though only in his ſeventeenth year, at 
which time he took upon him his hereditary offices of 


ſheriif of Worceſterſhire and chamberlain of the exchequer (h). 
Before he was twenty years of age the king made him go- 
vernor of Guernſey, and the little iſlands adjacent, He at- 
tended the king in his wars in Scotland and France, and was 


preſent and did great ſervice in the famous ſea- fight in 1340. 


In the 18th vear of king Edward III. he was conſtituted ſheriff 
of Warwickſhire, and Leiceſterſhire for life; and the ſame 
year created earl marſhal of England. He was one of the 
marſhals of the king's army ſent into France, and one of the 
chief commanders, who, under the Black Prince, led up 
the van of tne Engliſh army in the famous battle of 
Creſſy. In the battle of Poitiers he fought ſo long, and fo 
ſtoutly, that his hand was extremely galled with the exerciſe of 
his ſword and battle-ax : however, he had the good fortune 
to take William de Mellenn, arch-biſhop of Seinz, priſoner 
for whoſe ranſom he had no leſs than Socol. and in re- 
ward of his military ſervices he had an annual allowance 
of 1000 marks out of the king's exchequer, He was like- 
wiſe one of the founders of the moſt noble order cf the 
Carter, In the 37th year of king Edward III. he attended

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prince Edward into Gaſcony; and from thence, with a 
train of 300 horſe, conſiſting of knights, eſquires, archers, 
and ſervants, made a progreſs into the eaſt, where he ſpent 
three years in warring againſt the infidels. In his return he 
brought along with him the ſon of the king of Lithuania, 
who was chriſtened at London, by the name of Thomas, 
the earl himſelf ſtanding god-father. His ardour for mili- 
tary atchevements abroad did not hinder him from diſtin- 
guiſhing himſelf by his buildings, and pious and liberal do- 
nations, at home (i). He rebuilt the walls of Warwick caſtle, 
which in earl Mauduit's time had been demoliſhed, adding 
ſtrong gates, and fortifying the gate-ways with imbattled 
towers : he likewiſe founded the choir of the collegiate 
church of St. Mary, built a booth-hall in the market- 
place of Warwick, and made the town toll-free, This 
great man was now of an age that might have excuſed 
bim from any further fatigues in war; yet in the 43d year 
of king Edward III. hearing that the Engliſh army, under 
the conduct of the duke of Lancaſter and earl of Hereford, 
lay periſhing with famine and peſtilence in their camp, 
near Calais, and yet declined fighting with 'the French, 
who preſſed them cloſe; old as he then was, he got toge- 
ther haſtily ſome choice troops, and failing for Calais, by 
his bare appearance diſperſed the French, and relieved the 
Engliſh army. Not ſatisfied with this, he purſued them in 
their retreat, and waſted the country all round Calais : but 
there this great man was ſeized with the peſtilence, of which 
he died on the 13th of November, 1370, being then in the 
63d year of his age. His body was brought over, and buried 
in the middle of the choir of the collegiate church in Warwick, 
where his tomb is {till to be ſcen, with the ſtatues of him and 
his counteſs, who died a few weeks before him, excellently cut 
in white marble. By Catherine his wife, daughter of Roger 
Mortimer, the firſt earl of March, created by king Edward III. 
he had ſeven ſons, viz. firſt, Guy, who died before him, in

the year 1359, and was buried at Vendoſme in France, where 
his monument is ſtill to be ſeen ; leaving by Philippa his wife®, 
daughter to Henry lord Ferrers of Groby, three daughters, 
Catherine, Elizabeth, and Margaret, all nuns at Shouldham 
in Norfolk ; ſecondly, Thomas, who ſucceeded him; thirdly, 
Reynburne, who left iſſue only one daughter, Eleanor, mar- 
ried to John Knight, of Hanſlape, eſquire ; fourthly, William, 
who afterwards became baron Bergavenny, and of whom 
and his deſcendants I ſhall immediately treat; and John, 
Roger, and Hierom, who all died unmarried. Beſides theſe 
ſeven ſons this earl had ten daughters, whoſe portraitures 
were drawn and ſet up in the windows on the ſouth ſide 
of the choir of the collegiate church of St. Mary at War- 
wick, viz. Maud, married to Roger de Clifford; Philippa, 
the wife of Hugh earl of Stafford; Alice, married to John 
Beauchamp of Hache; Joane, the wife of Ralph lord Baſ- 
ſet of Drayton; Iſabel, married firſt, to John le Strange 
of Blackmore, and ſecondly, to Robert de Ufford earl of 
Suffolk; Margaret, married to Guy de Montalt; Agnes, 
married firſt, to —— Cookſey, and ſecondly, to 
Bardolf; Juliana, who died unmarried ; Elizabeth, the wife 
of fir Thomas de Ufford, knight of the Garter ; and 
Catherine, who became a nun at Wroxhall in Warwick- 


ſhire (k). 


WILLIAM DE BEAUCHAMP, fourth fon of Thomas earl of 
Warwick and Catherine Mortimer, made his firſt campaign 
in 1306, under the famous John of Gaunt, duke of Lan- 


caſter,

caſter (1), with whom he continued to ſerve throughout the 
whole reign of king Edward III. In the firſt year of king 


Richard II. he was appointed governor of the caſtle and 


county of Pembroke, and in the fourth year of the ſame 
king, lord chamberlain, with an annual penſion of 200). for 
life(m). In the 7th of that king he was captain of Calais (n); 


and continuing in that ſervice, he was, in the 1oth year of 


king Richard, conſtituted captain of the caſtles of Pembroke 
and Kilgaran in Wales, and king's commiſfioner to treat with 
the earl of Flanders (o). It was at this juncture that he diſtin- 
guiſhed himſelf in a manner fo peculiar, that it deſerves to be 
ever remembered. Among other baſe ſchemes put into the 
head of Richard II. by his favourites, one was, to retire, 


when the duke of Glouceſter and the other lords were near 


London with an army, to France, and there purchaſe the 
aſſiſtance of that monarch by giving up to him moſt of the 
fortreſſes he then held in that realm (p). When all things 
were ready at home for carrying this dark deſign into execution, 
and the king ſent orders to William Beauchamp to quit his 
command at Calais, and tranſmit certain letters to the court 
of France, he ſtoutly refuſed both (q). He declared, with 
reſpect to the former, that he was intruſted with this important 
fortreſs with the advice and conſent of the nobility; and with- 
out their approbation he would not render up his command. 
As for the letters, gueſhng at their tenor, inſtead of ſending 
them to Paris he tranſmitted them to the duke of Glouceſter 
in England. Afterwards, when John de la Pole, brother to 
the great favourite Suffolk, came with the king's orders to take 
from him the command of Calais, he not only refuſed to yield 
it into his hands, but ſeized him, and carried him over priſoner 
to England; which at that time incenſed the king to ſuch a 
degree, as it intirely defeated the ſcheme of his miniſters, that 
he cauſed him immediately on his arrival to be arreſted, and 


committed

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committed to cloſe cuſtody ; but ſoon after, either through fear 
or choice, he ſet him at liberty again (r). John Haſtings, 
earl of Pembroke and baron Bergavenny, in the 48th year of 
king Edward III. had, with that king's licence, entailed the 
caſtle and lordſhip of Bergavenny, and other his lands in Eng- 
land and Wales, on his couſin, this fir William Beauchamp * 
on failure of the heirs male of the body of the ſaid John; 
and in that caſe enjoined him not only to bear the arms and 
take the name of Haſtings, but to endeavour to obtain the 
earldom of Pembroke (s). The year after, this John earl of 
Pembroke died, leaving iſſue only one ſon, John Haſtings, 
his ſucceſſor in the earldom and barony, who was ſlain in a 
tournament on the 13th of December, 1390, and died with- 
out iſſue. Sir William Beauchamp, thereupon ſucceeding to 


the eſtates of the earl of Pembroke, was, on the 23d day of 


November, 1292, ſummoned to parliament as Baron Berga- 
venny. and ſo continued to be ſummoned to all ſucceeding 
parliaments until the time of his death (t). In the firſt year 
of king Henry IV. he was made a knight of the Garter, and 
conſtituted juſtice of South-W ales for life, and reſtored to the 
government of the town and caſtle of Pembroke and lordſhip 
of Tineby, with the addition of the caſtie and Jordſhip of 
Kilgaran and county of Ofterlow alſo for life, paying into the 


exchequer ſeventy marks per annum (u). He died on the 8th 


of May, 1411, and, as directed by his will, was buried in the 
church of the Black Friers in Hereford, next and bencath the 
tomb of John Haſtings, earl of Pembroke, his couſin and 
benefactor. By his wife Joan, daughter of Richard ear! of 
Arundel, fiſter and coheir of Thomas earl of Arundel, and 
widow of Humphrey de Bohun, earl of Hereford, Suſſex,

and Southampton, he left iſſue, Richard his only ſon, who 


ſucceeded him; and two daughters; Joane, married to 28 
Butler carl of Ormond; and Elizabeth. 


RIchHARD BEAUCHAMP, BARON BERGAVENNY, in reward 
of the many ſignal ſervices which he did to king Henry V. in 
his wars abroad, was by that monarch, in the eighth year of 
his reign, advanced to the title of Earl of Worceſter (x), and 
for the better ſupport of that dignity, obtained a grant of lands 


in Normandy and other parts of France (y). It was not long 


that he lived to enjoy theſe marks of royal favour; for very ſoon 


after, he was wounded by a ſtone from a ſling at Nuſembry 


in France; of which he languiſhed for ſome time, and then 


died. His body was interred at Tewkſbury, at the end of 
the choir, near to the chapel of Roger Fitz-Hamon : and in 


him ended the male line of this branch of the family. By 
Iſabel his wife, daughter of Thomas le Deſpencer by his wife 
Conſtance daughter of Edmund duke of York, and ſiſter and 
heir of Richard le Deſpencer, he left iſſue an only daughter, 
Elizabeth, who afterwards married Edward Nevil, a younger 
ſon of Ralph Nevil earl of Weſtmorland, and carried with 
her all the lands whereof her father died ſeized, except the 
caſtle and lordſhip of Bergavenny, which by a ſpecial entail, 


made in the time of king Richard II. by William Beauchamp : 


then lord Bergavenny, was, on failure of iſſue male of his 
body, to reſort unto Thomas Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, 
But, to return, 


Thomas Beavcaane, ſecond though eldeſt ſurviving ſon 


of the laſt earl Thomas, ſucceeded to the EARLDOM OF W AR- 
wick. Being at that time of the age of twenty-four years, he 
obtained livery of thoſe lands which deſcended to him by the 


death of his father (2). In the 5oth year of Edward III. he 


was made governor of the ifles of Guernſey, ' Serke and 
Alderney; and in the year following, viz, 1. Richard II. 


was

was retained by indenture to ſerve the king in his wars 
beyond ſeas, with 200 men at arms and 200 archers, having 
in his retinue one banneret, four knights, and 144 eſquires. 
Two years afterwards he was choſen governor to the king, 
Richard II. then in minority, by the commons in —— 


as the man the beſt qualified for ſo great and important a 


charge (a). But it does not appear that he had either ſucceſs 
or ſatisfaction in the exerciſe of his employment: for the 
young king ſoon came to ſhew a turbulent and untractable 
ſpirit, ſo as not to be managed by any but a few young 
and giddy favourites, who puſhed him on to all manner 
of extravagance and iniquity, and brought him even to enter 


into contrivances to put to death the duke of Glouceſter 


his own uncle, and the ear] of Warwick his governor : 
whereupon theſe two great lords, putting themſelves in arms 
in their own defence, conſtrained the king to hold a par- 
liament, in the 11th year of king Richard II. in which proper 
laws were paſſed for the ſecurity of the kingdom, againſt 
the inſolence and oppreſſion of favourites. Within a year 
or two after, the king having aſſembled his nobles, told them 
he was now of age to govern himſelf and the kingdom; 


and thereupon diſcharged ſome of his great officers and old 


counſellors, among whom was this Thomas earl of Warwick. 


The earl therefore, being thus diſmiſſed from court, retired 


to his caſtle at Warwick; where he lived ſome years in 
quiet, amuſing himſelf with building, and other occupations 
ſuitable to his large fortune and liberal ſpirit. It was at that 
time he built the remarkable tower at the north-eaſt corner of 
Warwick caſtle, which is called Guy's Tower, (the coſt of 
which amounted to 3951. 58. 2d.) and completed the body of 
the collegiate church of our Lady at Warwick; both which 
were finiſhed in the year 1394. In the mean while the king, 
having at laſt, by the means of his wicked miniſters, brought 


about the murder of his own uncle the good duke of Glou- 


ceſter, ſought how to free himſelf of this great earl, who, 
notwithſtanding the peaceable and inoffenſive retirement in 
2 | which

which he lived, was ſtill an object of his reſentment and jea- 
louſy. He therefore invited the earl to a feaſt, who, ſuſpecting 
no harm, came in an unguarded manner: there the king ſeized 
him as his priſoner: the earl put himſelf upon the parliament 
for juſtice; but by that parliament, in the 21ſt year of king 
Richard II. he was condemned to loſe his head, for having 
been in arms with the duke of Glouceſter againſt the king (b). 
That ſentence however was remitted at the ſollicitation of the 
earl of Saliſbury, who ſaid that the earl of Warwick had been 


draurn in by the duke of Glouceſter, and that the Beauchamps 


had never been guilty of treaſon againſt the crown of Eng— 
land. The king's clemency extended no farther than to ſpare 
his life. The caſtle and manor of Warwick, with many fair 


lJordſhips of his inheritance, were granted to Thomas Holland, 


earl of Kent, and the heirs male of his body, and the reſt of 


his lands to others. He himſelf was ſent into the Iſle of 


Man, there to remain a priſoner for life : but in the ſame year 
he was brought to the tower of London, where he continued 
till the revolution, which ſoon afterwards happened, ſet 
Henry IV. on the throne, and reſtored him to his liberty 
and eſtate. This earl was knight of the moſt noble order of 
the Garter. He ſeems to have had a particular veneration for 


the memory of the celebrated old Guy of Warwick; having 


given to the tower he built, the name of Guy's Tower; 
and leaving to his ſon Richard, by his will, the ſword and 
coat of mail of that champion ; he himſelf having received 
them as an heir-lome from his father. This earl Thomas died 
on the Sth of April, in the 2d year of king Henry IV. 1401, 
in the 55th of his age, leaving by Margaret his wife, daughter 


to William lord Ferrers of Groby, one ſon, Richard, his 


ſucceſſor, and two daughters, who died nuns. He and his 
counteſs, who died the 22d of January, 1406, were buricd in 
the ſouth part of the collegiate church of Warwick, under a 


fair monument of white marble, having their portraitures en- 


graven on braſs inlaid thereon, till remaining“. Kich-

the commiſſioners for rebuilding the town of Warwick, was reco- 
vered out of the aſhes, and again ſet up in its former place, with 


the following inſcription placed thereon,

fifteenth century. At the coronation of king Henry IV. 


he was made knight of the Bath, being then only nineteen 
years of age; and in the fourth year of the ſame reign 
had livery of his lands. In the next year he marched with 


the forces appointed to ſuppreſs the rebellion of Owen 
 Glendowr, againſt whom he behaved bravely, and took his 


ſtandard in open battle (c). He was likewiſe in the famous 


battle of Shrewſbury againſt the Percies, where he gained 
great honour (d). In 1408 he obtained licence from king 


Henry IV. to viſit the holy ſepulchre at Jeruſalem, and ſet 
out with a ſplendid retinue for that purpoſe. In the courſe 
of his journey he viſited the courts of ſeyeral princes, where 
he frequently engaged in tournaments and other acts of 
chivalry; in all which he acquitted himſelf with the greateſt 


valour. On his return home, in the 12th year of king 


Henry IV. he was retained with Henry prince of Wales, 
to ſerve him as well in times of peace as of war, both 
in this realm, upon and beyond the ſeas, for 250 marks 
per annum, to be paid out of the prince's exchequer at 
Caermarthen ; and whenſoever he ſhould be in that prince's 


court, to have four eſquires and ſix yeomen with him, 
and diet there for them all (e). He was alſo appointed, in 
conjunction with the biſhop of Durham and others, the 


ſame year, to manage a treaty with the king of Scots (f). 
At the coronation of king Henry V. he was conſtituted lord 
high ſteward, as the patent expreſſes it, for his known wiſdom 


and indefatigable induſtry. In 1415 he was declared cap- 
' tain of Calais, and governor of the marches of Picardy (g). 


In 1417 he was created earl of Aumarle, or, as we uſually 


call

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call it, Albemarle, in reward for his bravery at the ſieges 
and reduction of Caen, Dampfront, Caudebeck, Roan, and 


other places in France (h). In May following he was ſent 


to the court of France to treat of a marriage between king 
Henry V. and Catherine daughter of king Charles VI. 
in which he ſucceeded to the great ſatisfaction * of his 
royal maſter. In the year 1420 he was elected a knight 
of the Garter (i). King Henry V. was ſo well convinced 


of his diſtinguiſhed merit, that by his will he gave him 


the higheſt teſtimony of his reſpect for, and confidence in 
him, by directing that he ſhould have the tutelage of his 


ſon, then an infant, till he arrived at the age of ſixteen; 


which was afterwards, upon the king's death, confirmed by 
parliament (k). In conſequence of this he was called from 
France, where he then ſerved as one of the principal com- 
manders under the duke of Bedford, regent of that kingdom, 
to take upon him the government of the young king : 
but his military ſervices to the nation were held of fo

* The treaty which he effected was concluded in the cathedral 


church of Troyes, on the 21ſt of May, 1420, in the preſence of 


the two kings, and ratified under their reſpective ſeals. By this 
treaty king Charles acknowledges king Henry heir to the crown 
of France; but it was agreed that Henry ſhould not bear the 


title of King of France till the death of Charles, but content 


himſelf with the title of Regent, and the managing all public 
affairs. The two kingdoms of France \and England were to 
remain under one prince, viz. Henry ah 0. heirs; but were 
tobe independent of each other, and to be governed cach by 
its own laws ; and the privileges and rights of all perſons and 
eſtates were to be preſerved, &c. Such were the terms of the treaty 


by which the crown of France, after the death of Charles VI. 
was ſet on the head of our king Henry VI. ſon to Henry V.

great importance, that after the death of the duke of Bed- 


ford, he was taken from this employment at home, and ſent 


abroad as regent of France, and lieutenant-general of all 
the king's forces in that realm and in the duchy of Nor- 
mandy, having with him an officer at arms, called War- 
wick Herald, who received from him an annuity of ten 
marks a year (1). This great earl, among other his acts 
of piety, founded a chantry in the chapel of St. Mary 
Magdalen, at Guy's Cliff, cauſing the ſaid chapel to be 
rebuilt, and the ſtatus of the famous ear} Guy to be 
placed therein. He died in the caſtle of Roan on the 
Zoth of April, 1439, having by his will ordered, that his 
body ſhould be brought over into England, and depoſited 


in a cheſt of ſtone before the altar, on the right hand of 


his father's tomb, in the collegiate church at Warwick, 
there to remain till the chapel which he had appointed 
to be. built, adjoining to the church, ſhou}d be finiſhed; 
and then his body to be there buried, and a ſtately mo- 
nument erected ; all which was completed by the care of his 
executors *. He was twice married. His firſt wife was

* This ſtately and beautiful chapel ſtands on the ſouth ſide 
of the choir in the collegiate church at Warwick, and is dedicated 
to the honour of the Bleſſed Virgin. The building thereof was 
begun in the 21ſt year of king Henry VI. and perfected in the 
3d year of king Edward IV. In the middle ſtands the marble 
tomb of the founder, Richard Beauchamp earl of Warwick, having 
thereon his ſtatue in armour of caſt braſs double gilt. At his 
head is a ſwan ; at his right foot, a bear muzzled; and at his 
left foot, a griffin. Over the monument is a hearſe of braſs gilt. 
Round about the tomb fand fourteen ſmall ſtatues of braſs gilt, 
each having under their feet their reſpeclive coats of arms, viz.

of Warwick, wife of Edmond Beaufort duke of Somerſet; Ann, 
daughter of Ralph Nevil earl of Weſtmorland, wife to Hum- 
phrey Stafford duke of Buckingham; Margaret, daughter of Richard 
Beauchamp earl of Warwick, wife of John Talbot earl of 
Shrewſbury; and Ann, daughter of Richard Beauchamp earl of 


Warwick, wife of Richard earl of Saliſbury. Beſides theſe there 


are round about the tomb eighteen leſſer images of braſs gilt, 
repreſenting angels with this label, „Glory and praiſe to God! 
Mercy to the dead!” The windows are filled with hiſtorical and 
family figures in painted glaſs: in that on the eaſt fide are 
the portraitures of himſelf, his two wives, and five children. 
This chapel, together with the magnificent and curious tomb of the 
founder, which is not to be matched by any in England except

that of king Henry VII. at Weſtminſter, coſt 24811. 48. 71d. 


On this monument is placed the following curious inſcription ; 


and it is very remarkable, that, inſtead of the uſual ſtops, we

champ earl of Worceſter, his uncle's ſon, Iſabel, daughter 
to Thomas le Deſpencer earl of Glouceſter, and by the 
death of her brother Richard, and her elder ſiſter Eliza- 
beth, without iſſue, heireſs of all his lands (n). By this 
his ſecond counteſs, Richard earl of Warwick had a ſon, 
Henry, who ſucceeded him, and Anne, who married Richard 
Nevil earl of Saliſbury. This noble earl, who was the fifth 
of his family who bore the title of Warwick, died poſſeſſed 
of an eſtate amounting to no leſs than 8606 marks 
IIS. 112d. (o). The counteſs Iſabel, on her return from 
France, retired to the monaſtery of Southwyke, where ſhe 
died on the 24th of June, 1439. Her body was buried near 
that of her father, in the choir of the abbey of Tewkeſ- 
bury (p), where a monument was ſoon after erected to her 
memory, in Em pt of St, Mary there, of her own 


foundation; but no part thereof remains, except the ſkreen 
and canopy. 


HENRY DE BEAUChAMF, EARL oF WaRwick, ſon of 
the laſt-mentioned Richard, was little more than fourteen 
years of age when his father died; and yet he had been 
for ſome time married to Cicely, daughter of Richard 
Nevil earl of Saliſbury, When he was not yet nineteen 
years of age, upon the tender of his ſervice in defence 
of the duchy of Aquitain, the king by his charter, dated 
the 2d of April, in the 22d year of his reign, created him 
premier earl of England, and, for a diſtinction between him 
and all other earls, granted to him, and the heirs male of 
his body, leave to wear a gold coronet upon his head, as 
well in his own preſence as elſewhere, in all ſuch afſem- 
blies, and upon all ſuch feaſts, as the like ornaments were

worn (q). Within three days after this, he advanced him 
to the rank of DoRE or Warwick, with precedence next 
after the duke of Norfolk, and before the duke of Bucking- 
ham; beſtowing on him a penſion of forty pounds per annum, 
to be paid by the ſheriffs of Warwickſhire and Leiceſterſhire. 
This extraordinary mark of royal favour was hatefully and 
enviouſly looked upon by the duke of Buckingham, who 
thought himſelf extremely injured thereby. Therefore, to 
prevent any ill conſequences that might ariſe from the differ- 
ences between theſe noblemen, an act of parliament was paſſed, 
which declared that, for appeaſing the contention and ſtrife 
moved between them for that pre-eminence, it was eſtabliſhed 
that, from the 2d of December then next enſuing, they ſhould 
take place of each other by turns; one that year, and the other 
the next; and ſo as long as they ſhould live together: the duke 
of Warwick to have the firſt year's precedency ; and he which 
ſhould ſurvive, to take place of the other's heir male as long as 
he lived ; and from that time the heir male of each ſhould 
take place of the other, according as it ſhould happen that he 
had livery of his lands before him (r). After this the duke 
had a grant in reverſion, from the death of Humphrey duke of 
Glouceſter, of the iſlands of Guernſey, Jerſey, Serke, Erme 
and Alderney, for the yearly tribute of a roſe; as alſo of the 
manor and hundred of Briſtol, for the yearly rent of ſixty 
pounds; as likewiſe of all the king's caſtles and manors within 
the foreſt of Dean, for the rent of one hundred pounds per 
annum (s). But, as if all theſe honours and grants had been 
inſufficient to expreſs the king's affection for this nobleman, 
Henry VI. went further, by declaring the ſaid Henry, duke of 
Warwick, King of the Ifle of Wight, and placing the crown 
upon his head with his own hands (t). But this Henry lived, 
as it were, only to receive theſe mighty honours, being taken 
off in the flower of his age, at his caſtle of Hanley in Wor- 
ceſterſhire, on the 11th of June, 1445, in the 22d year of

his age. His body was carried to the abbey of Tewkeſbury, 
where it lies interred in the middle of the choir, at the head 
of prince Edward, ſon and heir to king Henry VI. He left 
iſſue an only daughter, Ann, counteſs of Warwick, who at 
his death was little more than two years of age, being born 
at Kaerdiff in February, 1443. This young lady was firſt 
under the tutelage of queen Margaret, and afterwards was 
committed to the care of William de la Pole, duke of Suffolk, 
at whoſe manor of Ewelme in Oxfordſhire ſhe departed this 
life on the 3d day of January, 1449, having not quite attained 
the age of fix years, leaving her aunt Ann, ſiſter of the whole 
blood to Henry duke of Warwick, heir of the earldom, and 
of the great inheritance of the family. She was buried in the 
abbey of Reading, near to the grave of Conſtance lady Le 
Deſpencer, her great-grandmother, daughter to Edmund of 
Langley duke of York (u). As for Cicely ducheſs of War- 
wick, the afterwards eſpouſed John lord Tiptoft, earl of Wor- 


ceſter, and dying in July, 1450, was buried i in the abbey of 
Tewkeſbury (x). | 


RicyaRD NEVILL, ſon and heir of Richard earl of Saliſ- 
bury, and grandſon of Ralph earl of Weſtmorland, and Joan 
daughter of John of Gaunt duke of 
Lancaſter, married, as I before men- 
tioned, Ann, daughter of Richard Hy —*o 
earl of Warwick, and ſiſter to duke 4 
Henry. Upon the death of the 
young counteſs, he in right of his 
wife aſſumed the title of Warwick, 
and obtained from king Henry VI. 
letters patent, dated the 23d of 
July, 1449, confirming to the ſaid | 
Ann his wife, to him the ſaid Richard Nevill during his 
life, to the heirs of this marriage, and to the heirs general of 
the ſaid Ann, the dignity and title of the EarLDom or 
WARWICK, with all pre-eminences with which any of their

anceſtors, before the creation of Henry duke of Warwick, 
had held it. After this the earl and his counteſs levied a fine, 
xv. Trin. 28. Henry VI. by which they entailed the caſtle of 
Warwick, with divers lordſhips in that and fixteen other 
counties, upon the iſſue of their bodies lawfully begotten, 
and in default thereof, upon the iſſue of her, with remainder 


to Margaret, eldeſt daughter of Richard Beauchamp late earl 
of Warwick, and her heirs. | 


This RIcHARD, now EARL of WARWICK, and afterwards, 
on his father's death, earl of Saliſbury, is he who is ſo well 
known in Engliſh hiſtory by the title of the Stout Earl of 
Warwick, the King-maker. The power of the Warwick 
family, which had ever before been employed to maintain the 
honour of the crown, and the peace and welfare of the nation, 
no ſooner came into his hands, than it began to be exerted in 
a very different manner. Richard finding himſelf of conſe- 
quence enough to hold the balance of the families of Vork 
and Lancaſter, and purſuing a ſtrain of politics which his pre- 
deceſſors the good Beauchamps would never have approved, 
rendered England, during the days of his power, a ſcene of 
conſtant confuſion and bloodſhed, and made or unmade kings, 
of this or the other houſe, as it ſuited his paſſions, or ſerved 
his purpoſes. About the 3oth year of king Henry VI. he took 
part with, Richard duke of York, father of Edward earl of 
March, Tho was afterwards king of England by the name of 
Edward IV. who did at that time put himſelf in arms, under 
pretence of reforming what was amiſs in the government, but 
in fact with an intention to obtain the crown. F rom that time 
the earl paſſe&-his life in factious broils and inteſtine wars, 
deſtructive to his own family, as well as to his country ; till 
at length, upon the 14th of April, 1471, he was lain in the 
battle of Barnet, which he fought againſt king Edward IV. 
endeavouring to replace Henry VI. upon the throne, whom 
ſome years before he had dethroned. His body, together with 
that of his brother John marquis Montacute, being put into 
one coffin, was brought to London, where for three days 


they 
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they lay bare-faced, in St. Paul's church, and were afterwards 
buried with their anceſtors, in the monaſtery of Burtleſham or 
Biſham in Berkſhire (y). In the 36th year of king Henry VI. 
this earl was appointed captain of Calais, where he became ſo 
popular, that every one wore his badge, no man eſteeming him- 
ſelf gallant whoſe head was not adorned with his Ragged Staff, 
nor any door frequented that had not his White Croſs painted 
thereon (z). He was alſo admiral to that king, and ſtyled 
Great Captain of the Sea, having for his ſupport in that em- 
ployment all tonnage and poundage in any fort belonging to 
the king, and 10001. per annum out of the revenues of the 
duchy of Lancaſter (a). After the battle of Towton field, he 
was by king Edward IV. made conſtable of the caſtle of Guynes 
for life, and lord great chamberlain c England for life; and 
in recompence of his ſervices had a grant in fee of the manors 
of Morend in Northamptonſhire, and of Atherſtone and Ful- 
broke in Warwickſhire (b). By Anne his wife he left two 
daughters, his only iſſue, whom he married into the royal 
family. Iſabel, the eldeſt, was married to George, duke of 
Clarence, brother to king Edward IV.; and Anne, the youngeſt, 
married firſt, to Edward prince of Wales, fon to king 
Henry VI. by whom ſhe had no iſſue; and ſecondly, to 
Richard the cruel duke of Glouceſter, afterwards king of 
England by the name of Richard III. who had killed the 
prince her huſband in cool blood after the battle of Tewkeſ- 
bury, and who when he became king poiſoned her, that he 
might ſecure himſelf upon the throne by marrying the daughter 
of the late king Edward, his brother. To king Richard, her 
ſecond huſband, ſhe bore a ſon, Edward, who died in his 
father's life-time, having been created earl of Saliſbury by his 
uncle, king Edward IV. and on the 24th of Auguſt, 1483, 
in the firſt year of his father's reign, prince of Wales and earl] 
of Cheſter (c). | - .

| had he lived, to have walled the 
town, and to have added an outwork to the caſtle; as alſo 


to have purchaſed the fields over-againſt the caſtle, which 
formerly belonged to the Knights Templars, and thence bore 
the name of 'Temple-helds, in order to make a park under the

windows of his caſtle : but before he could put thoſe deſigns 


in execution, falling under the ſuſpicion of his brother, the 
king, he was impriſoned in the tower of London, and on the 
'I5th of January, 1477, in parliament attainted of high- 
treaſon (e). On the 18th of February following, after he 
had offered his maſs-penny in the chapel of the Tower, he 
was drowned in a butt of Malmeſey, by conſent of the king, 


his brother the duke of Gloceſter aſſiſting thereat with his own 


hands. His body was carried to Tewkeſbury, and there 


buried near that of his ducheſs, who died of poiſon not long

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before him. By Iſabel his wife he had iſſue, two ſons and two 


daughters. Edward, the eldeſt ſon, was afterwards earl of 


Warwick: Richard, the ſecond ſon, died an inſant, and was 
buried in St. Mary's church in Warwick. Mar garet, the eldeſt 
daughter, was counteſs of Saliſbury ; and of her I ſhall here- 
after take notice : the ſecond daughter was born at fea, did 
not live to be chriſtened, and was buried at Calais (f). 


In the 3d year of king Henry VII. the old countci3 of 
Warwick was recalled from her obſcure retreat, and by 2 
new act of parliament annulling the former, as againſt all

mainder to herſelf the ſaid counteſs, and her heirs for ever (g). 


The time of her death is not mentioned; but ſhe was living 


in the 5th year of king Henry VII. as appears by an aſſigna- 
tion of that king's, of the manor of Sutton in Warwickſhire, 
for her maintenance (h). 


After the death of the old counteſs and her two daughters, 


EpwarD PLANTAGENET, eldeſt ſon of George late duke of Cla- 


rence and Iſabel his wife, became entitled to the EARLDOM oF 
Warwick. He was a child of moſt unhappy fortune, having 
from his cradle been nurſed up in priſon. On the death of his 
uncle king Edward IV. he was by his other uncle, Richard 
duke of Glouceſter, ſent unto the caſtle of Sheriff-Hutton in 
Yorkſhire, where he remained till the death of Richard. Imme- 


diately after the battle of Boſworth, Henry VII. even before

he quitted Leiceſter, cauſed him to be removed to the tower of 
London, where he remained ſhut up in a more cloſe condition 
than before, for no other offence than being the only male 
Plantagenet at that time living. His miſerable life however 
was but thort : at the age of twenty-five years he was arraigned 
before the earl of Oxford, then high ſteward of England pro 
tempore, on a frivolous attempt of high-treaſon in conſpiring 
with Perkin Warbeck to raiſe ſedition, and deſtroy the king; 
and having been by a promiſe of mercy betrayed into a con- 
felſion of what he had not been guilty of, was convicted, 
and ſoon after, in the 15th year of king Henry VII. 1499, 
beheaded on Tower-hill. In order to give a colour to ſo unjuſt 
a ſentence, and more effectually to bar the claim of any who 
might pretend to be his heirs, an attainder was four years 
after, viz. on the 25th of January, in the 19th year of king 
Henry VII. paſſed againſt him in parliament ; ſo that all the 
favour he had, was this, that being ſo put to death, his body 


ſhould be ſent to the monaſtery of Biſham, and buried with 
his anceſtors (i). | 


Marcarczr, ſiſter to this EDWARD PLANTAGENET, EARL 
oF WARwICE, married fir Richard Pole, knight, ſon of 
ſir Geffrey Pole, knight, deſcended from a family of ancient 
gentry in Wales, who having valiantly ſerved king Henry VII. 
in his wars, was made chief gentleman of the bed-chamber 
to prince Arthur, and knight of the Garter. In the 5th year 
of king Henry VIII. ſhe petitioned the king that ſhe might be 
allowed to inherit the ſtate and dignity of her brother, the late 
carl of Warwick, and be ſtyled Counteſs of Saliſbury. Her 
petition was granted; and the ſame year ſhe obtained letters 
patent for all the caſtles, manors, and lands, of Richard late 
earl of Salitbury, her grand-father, which, by the attainder 
of the ſaid Edward earl of Warwick, came to the crown. 
But the fate of the Plantagenets overtook her. In the 3iſt 
year of king Henry VIII. ſhe was condemned in parliament

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for high-ttenſon; certain bulls from Rome having been found 
at Coweray, her munſion-houſe. It was alſo charged upon 
her, that the parſon of Warblington had conveyed letters 
from her to her fob. cardinal Reginald Pole; and that ſhe 
had forbid all her tenants to have the New Teſtament in Eng- 
1iſh, or any new book privileged by the king. What other 
'g2uſes there might be, is uncertain ; but we have ſufficient 
teſtimony, that ſhe behaved herſelf with great reſolution, 
though ſeventy years of age, and would not confeſs any thing : 
nevertheleſs ſhe had ſentence of death paſſed upon her, with- 
out ever being heard; and two years after, without arraign- 
ment or trial, an the 27th of May, 1541, was carried to exe- 
cution, and had her head cut off in the Tower (k). By fir 
Richard, her huſband, ſhe left four ſons and a daughter. 
Henry, the eldeſt, had ſummons to parliament, in the 21ſt 
year of king Henry VIII. by the title of Lord Montague, in 
reſpect of his deſcent from that noble family by his mother: 
but in the zoth year of king Henry VIII. being accuſed of 
high-treaſon, by fir Geffrey Pole, one of his younger brothers, 
he was arraigned and convicted at Weſtminſter, and in the 
ſame year was beheaded on Tower-hill, He left iſſue by Jane 
his wife, daughter to George Nevil lord Bergavenny, two 
daughters his heirs ; Catherine, married to Francis carl of 
Huntingdon, of whom the preſent family of Huntingdon are 
deſcended; and Winnifreds, married firſt, to fir Thomas 
Haſtings, knight, ſecond ſon to George earl of Huntingdon ; 
and afterwards to fir Thomas Barrivgton, knight: which 
daughters, upon their petition in parliament, in the 1 year 
of queen Mary, were reſtored in blood and honour. Getfrey, 
Arthur, and Reginald, the three younger ſons of this Mar- 
garet counteſs of Saliſbury, of whom cardinal Pole was the 
youngeſt, died without iſſue; and Urſula, her daughter, was 
married to Henry lord Stafford. |

After (I) the death of Edward Plantagenet, earl of War- 
wick, the title lay dormant till the year 1547, when it was 
revived in favour of John Dudley, lord viſcount Liſle. 


This Joun DupLey, EARL oF Warwick, was iſbn to 
Edmund Dudley, (who ſuffered death in the 2d year of — 
Henry VIII. for his oppreſſive * 
miniſtration under king Henry VII.) 
by Elizabeth his wife; which Eliza- 
beth was eldeſt of the daughters and 
coheirs of Edward Grey viſcount 
Liſle, by Elizabeth, the eldeſt of 
the daughters and coheirs of Thomas 
Talbot viſcount Liſle, the grandſon 1 = Ne 
of John Talbot earl of Shrewſbury, of We e = 8 
by Margaret his wife, the eldeſt of | 
the daughters of RicuarRD BEAUCHAMP EARL OF — 
Thus this John Dudley was heir to the family of Liſle, and in 
the ſame line was deſcended from that of the old earls of 
Warwick; though not next in blood in this laſt family, as the 
immediate deſcendants of the counteſs of Saliſbury were ſtill 
in being. He was one of thoſe court favourites whom for- 
tune ſeems to take a pleaſure in exalting, in order to render 
their fall the greater. In the year after his father was be- 
headed, he was reſtored in blood, and in the :34th year of 
king Henry VIII. was advanced to the title of Lord Viſ- 
count Liſle, and was left by that king one of his ſixteen exe- 
cutors. In the 1ſt year of the reign of king Edward VI. he 
was, by letters patent dated the 16th of February, raiſed to the 
title and dignity of EARL OFT WARWICK, and thereupon had 
a grant of Warwick caſtle, Wedgenock park, the manor of 
Warwick, and divers other great lordſhips and lands in that 
county. He was alſo made lord high chamberlain for life, and 
elected one of the knights of the Garter, In the 4th year of 
king Edward VI. he was made general warden of the North.; in 
April following, earl marſhal of England; and on the 11th

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of October, in the 6th year of the ſame king, advanced to 
the dignity of duke of Northumberland. After the death of 
his royal maſter, he attempted to raiſe to the throne the lady 
Jane Grey, who was niece to king Henry VIII. and had mar- 
ried his fourth ſon, Guildford 'Dudley ; for which treaſon he 
was attainted in the firſt parliament of queen Mary, and be- 
headed at Tower-hill, on the 22d of Auguſt, 1553. By Jane 
his wife, daughter and heir of ſir Edward Guildford, —_— 
(which Jane died on the 22d of January, 1555, and wa 

buried at Chelſea in Middleſex) he left iflue ſeven ſons, viz. 
Henry, w who died at the ſiege of Bologne; John, who was 
called Earl of Warwick in his father's life-time, and died with- 
out iſſue; Ambroſe, afterwards created earl of Warwick; Guild- 
ford, who was attainted and beheaded with his father; Robert, 
who was created earl of Leiceſter, and dying without iſſue by 
his wife Letitia, daughter of fir Francis Knolles, knight, lies 
buried in St. Mary's chapel in Warwick; another Henry, flain 
at St. Quintin's ; and Charles, who died in his infancy : as alſo 
five daughters; Mary, married to {ir Henry Sidney, knight of 
the Garter ; Catherine, married to Henry Haſtings, earl of 
Huntingdon ; Margaret, Temperance, and another Catherine, 
who all died young. His eldeſt ſurviving ſon, Ambroſe, and 
Robert, a younger fon, were, not long after, reſtored in blood. 
Theſe two brothers became the greateſt minions of fortune in 
the ſucceeding reign, both of them being in high favour with 
queen Elizabeth, eſpecially Robert, afterwards earl of Leiceſter, 
who was the queen's diſtinguiſhed favourite. 


AMBROSE DvuvLEy, the elder ſon, however, attained firſt 
to honours. On Chriſtmas-day, in the 4th year of queen 
Elizabeth, 1557, he was made viſcount Liſle, and two 
days after, by a new creation, advanced to the dignity of 
Farr of WaARwiICK, and thereupon obtained a grant of 

Warwick caſtle, Wedgenock park, the manor of Warwick, 
and divers other lordſhips in that county, which came to 
the crown by the attainder of his father. He was alſo 
maſter of the ordnance, licutenant-general of Normandy, 


chief 
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chief butler of England, knight of the Garter, and privy 
counſellor. This earl died on the 21ſt day of February, 
in the 32d year of queen Elizabeth, 1589, and was buried 
in the middle of our Lady's chapel, adjoining to the colle- 
giate church of Warwick, under a noble monument, on 
which lieth his figure in armour, having, over all, the 
mantle of the order of the Garter, curiouſly cut in white 
marble. He married three wives ; firſt; Ann, daughter and 
coheir of William Whorwood, eſquire; ſecondly, Eliza- 

beth, daughter of fir Gilbert Taylbois, knight, and fiſter and 
ſole heir of George lord Taylbois; and thirdly, Ann, 
daughter of Francis earl of Bedford, lord Ruſſel, and knight 
of the Garter; but had not any iſſue by either of them. 
On his death the title of Warwick became again extinct, 
and the lordſhips and lands which he had obtained by 
grant, part of the inheritance of the old earls of Warwick, 
reverted to the crown. 


This title was again revived by king James I. who, 15 
the you 1618, raiſed 


RonexT Lond Rich to the dignity of earl of WaR- 
WICK, in whoſe poſterity it continued until the 8th day 
of September, 1759, when it again | 
became extinct by the death of Ed- 
ward Rich, earl of Warwick and 
Holland, without iſſue male. As 
that nobleman was not deſcended 
from the old family of Warwick, 


his advancement to the dignity A 45 } 
was not attended, as in the two y

preceding creations, with a grant of Warwick, 


of any portion of the inheritance 

of the old earls: part of that inheritance was already out 

of the power of the crown. Queen Elizabeth had, in the 

year 1601, granted the large and ancient park of Wedge- 

nock to fir Forks GREvIILI, afterwards lord Brooks z 
and 
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and king Janes, in the year 1605, had granted to the 
fams: ſir Fulke the caſtle of Warwick, the family-ſeat of 
thoſe old earls, with the gardens and other dependencies 
abaut, it, The manor of Warwick remained in the crown 
till the ſubſequent reign, when it was granted, by king 
Charles I. in his 14th year, to the aldermen and com- 
monalty of London, to be held of the king, his heirs, 1 
| ſucceſſors, as of the manor of Eaſt- Grenwich in Kent, 
paying to the crown a fee- farm rent of 1381. 19s. 9d. The 
aldermen and commonalty, in the year 1631, 16th of king 
Charles I. fold it to William Bolton of London ; and it 
continued in his family till the year 1742, when it was 
purchaſed by Francis, the preſent Earl BROOKE, and Earl 
of W aRwick, and by that means again united with the 
caſtle. 


Having thus, for the ſatisfaction of the learned and inqui- 
fitive reader, given as full a hiſtory of the great and ancient 
earldom of Warwick, as the bounds of a digreſſion admit 
of, I now return to ſhew in what manner this SIR Furke, 
Lord BRookE, and the lords his ſucceſſors, are deſcended 
from that illuſtrious family. 


Of the ſeveral families which ſprung from that of War- 
wick, all of which are either now extinct, or by heireſſes 
have transferred their eſtates and honours into other fami- 
lies, few have been more conſiderable, and none came far- 
ther down i in a deſcent of males, than that of ALCESTER and 
Powyxk; from an heireſs of which, this fir Fulke lord 
Brooke was lineally deſcended. 


WALTER DE Braucname (m), the founder of that fa- 
mily, was brother to William, the frſt earl of Warwick 
of the Beauchamp line, being the ſecond ſon of William 
de Beauchamp of Elmely, by Iſabel, in her own right 
counteſs of Warwick. This Walter purchaſed the moiety

of the manor of Alceſter, in the county of Warwick, and 
had there one of his principal ſeats, called Beauchamp-Court, 
ſituated upon the Arrow, below Ouſeley, and near Warwick, 
and another. at Powyke in Worceſterſhire (n). In the 53d 
year of Henry III. he was ſigned with the croſs for a 
pilgrimage into the Holy Land, and had a legacy of 200 
marks bequeathed to him by his father, for the better per- 
formance of that voyage. He was ſteward of the houſhold (o) 


to Edward I. and attended that king to F landers, and into 


Scotland, and was with him at the battle of Falkirk, In 
the 29th year of the ſame king, he was one of thoſe lords 
in the parliament at Linen, who then ſignified to the 
pope, under their ſeals, the ſuperiority of king Edward 
over the realm of Scotland, being there ſtyled Dominus de 
Alceſter; and in the following year aſſiſted at the famous 
| fiege of Caerleverock. He departed this life on the 14th 
of May, in the 31ſt year of king Edward I. and was bu- 
ried in the church of the Grey Friers, near Smithfield, Lon- 
don (p), leaving iſſue, by Alice his wife, daughter of 
Tony, Walter Beauchamp, his eldeſt ſon and heir; ſecondly, 
William; thirdly, Giles; and fourthly, Roger, who left iſſue 
Roger, his only ſon and heir. This Roger laſt mentioned was 
ſeated at Lediard-Tregoez in Wiltſhire; and having married to 
his firſt wife, Sibill, eldeſt ſiſter and coheireſs of fir William 
de Patſhall, knight, had in her right the manor of Blet- 
neſho, or Bletſho, in the county of Bedford (q); and making 
the ſame his principal ſeat, both he and his poſterity were 
denominated from that place, In the 28th year of king Ed- 
ward III. he was appointed captain of Calais (r), and attended 
the king in his expedition into Gaſcogny. He was ſummoned 
to parliament, from the 37th year of king Edward III. to the 
2d of Richard II. by the title of Lord Beauchamp of 
Bletſho, and was lord chamberlain of the houſhold to king 
Edward III. He died upon the 3d day of January, in the

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3d year of king Richard II. and was buried at the Black Friers 
in London. In the 14th year of king Henry IV. John lord 
Beauchamp of Bletſho, the lineal deſcendant, ſole heir, and 
great great grandſon of this Roger, died, leaving iſſue one ſon, 
and a daughter. John, the ſon, died unmarried ; and Mar- 
garet his ſiſter, becoming the ſole heir of this branch of the 
family, was married, firſt, to fir Oliver St. John, knight, from 

whom the lords St. John of Bletſho, as alſo the viſcounts St. 
John, deſcended ; and afterwards, to John Beaufort, duke of 
Somerſet. Of this laſt marriage the only iſſue was Margaret, 
who was married to Edmund of Hadham, earl of Richmond, 
and by him was mother to king Henry VII. 


WALTER BEAUCHAMP, eldeſt ſon and heir of the afore- 
named Walter de Beauchamp of Alceſter and Powyke, on 
the deceaſe of his father ſuceeeded to his eſtate. In the 32d 
year of king Edward I. he went in the. expedition that was 
then made into Scotland ; as he did at ſeveral other times, 
during the reign of this king, and of his ſucceſſors, In the 
year 1317, upon the death of Guy de Beauchamp, ear] of 
Warwick, his kinſman, he had the cuſtody of all the lands 
belonging to Warwick caſtle, together with that caſtle, during 
the minority of his heir. In the 1ſt year of king Edward III. 
he had a ſpecial commiſſion to execute the office of conſtable 
of England, in a particular caſe (s). In the year following, 


1328, he died, leaving no iſſue, and was ſucceeded by bis 
brother William. 


This WILLIAM BEAUCHAMP was likewiſe a military man, 
and had attended king Edward I. in ſeveral of his expeditions 
into Flanders and Scotland. In the roth year of king Ed- 
ward II. he had the ſheriffship of Worceſterſhire granted to 
him, during the minority of the heir of his kinſman, Guy 
earl- of Warwick, In the 14th year of king Edward II. he 
was made governor of St, Briavel's caſtle, in the county of 
Glouceſter, and of the fore of Dean; and in the year fol- 


lowing

- lowing was conſtituted one of the king's commiſſioners for the 


ſafe cuſtody of the city of Worceſter, He died without iſſue; 
and to him ſucceeded his brother Giles, 


This GiLEs BEAUchAufr, in the 14th year of king 
Edward III. obtained licence to fortify his manor-houſe 
at Alceſter, called Beauchamp's Court, with a wall of lime 


and ſtone, and to embattle it (t): and in the 16th year of 


the ſame king, he had the like licence to fortify his houſe at 
Freſhwater, in the iſle of Wight. This Giles had iſſue John, 
his only ſon, who died in the life-time of his father, 1351, 
leaving iſſue by Elizabeth his wife, daughter of ſir John 
St. John, one daughter, Joane, married firſt, to ſir Thomas 
Butler, of Sudley; and ſecondly, to ſir John Belknap, 
knight, treaſurer of Normandy (u): and two ſons, viz. fir 
William, who ſucceeded him; and fir Walter, who was 
ſteward of the houſhold to king Henry V. and by Elizabeth 
his wife, daughter and coheir of fir John Roch, knight, was 
father of Richard Beauchamp, biſhop of Saliſbury ; as alſo of 
William Beauchamp, who having married Elizabeth, eldeſt 
daughter and coheir of Gerard de Braybrook, and couſin and 
heir of Almeric de St. Amand, a baron of great antiquity, had 
ſummons to parliament, on the 2d of January, in the 27th 
year of king Henry VI. by the title of Baron BEAUCHAMP OF 
ST. AuAx D. This Walter baron Beauchamp of St. Amand 
was ſewer to the king, and chamberlain of North-Wales ; and 
departing this life on the 19th of March, 1457, left only one 
fon, Richard, who ſucceeded to the barony, but died without 
iſſue (x).

Beauchamp, knight, his only ſon and heir; and one daughter, 
Elizabeth, the wife of Thomas Keinford, eſquire. 


Sir JohN BEAUCHAMP was a perſon of canſiderable note 
in the court of king Henry VI. in the 17th year of whoſe 


reign, upon the death of Richard earl of Warwick, he was 


appointed one of the truſtees for the guardianſhip of all the 


caſtles and lands of the young earl during his minority (z). 


In the 22d year of the ſame king, he purchaſed, from Thomas 
de Botreaux, the other moiety of the manor of Alceſter, 


which had continued in that family for divers deſcents (a). 


In the 25th year of king Henry VI. in conſideration of the 
good and acceptable ſervices performed by him to that mo- 
narch, as alſo to his father, Henry V. he was, by patent dated 
the 2d of May, advanced to the title and dignity of BARON 
BEAUCHAMP of PoWYEE, and had an annuity of ſixty pounds, 


cout of the fee- farm of the city of Glouceſter, granted to him 


and his heirs, for the better ſupport of that honour (b). At 
the ſame time he was conſtituted juſtice of South-Wales, with 
power to exerciſe that office by himſelf or ſufficient deputy; 
and ſoon after, elected one of the knights of the Garter (c). 
This noble lord died in the year 1479, and was buried in a

Elizabeth, the eldeſt daughter, married to 
ROBERT WiLlLouGHBYy, LoRD BROOKE ; Anne, to William 
Ligon, of the county of Worceſter, eſquire ; and Margaret, to 
Richard Read, of the county of Glouceſter, eſquire ; which Eb 
zabeth had the manor of Alceſter, in reverſion after her father's 
death, ſettled upon her at her marriage; (d) her two ſiſters 

having afterwards, for their proviſion, Powyke, and other 
lands, in the county of Worceſter, 


RokERT (e) WiLLoucHBY, LoRD BROOKE, was ſon to fix 
Robert Willoughby ; which fir Robert Willoughby, (being 
ſon and heir to John Willoughby, a branch of the family of 
Ereſby, as will appear by the annexed table, by Anne his 
wife, one of the daughters and coheirs of fir Edmund Cheney, 
of Brooke, in the county of Wilts) in conſideration of his 
ſingular ſervices and fidelity to Henry VII. was, in the 7th 
year of the reign of that king, raiſed by writ of ſummons to 
the dignity of a baron of this realm, by the title of Lord 
BROOKE ; the title being taken from the place of his reſidence, 
Brooke, ncar Weſtbury, in Wiltſhire, ſo called from the 
© xivulet that runs there; and which place had formerly been 
the feat of John Pavely, lord of Weſtbury, from whom, by 
the above-mentioned marriage with the coheireſs of Cheney, 
it deſcended to {ur Robert Willoughby (f). This Robert Wil- 
loughby, the ſecond lord Brooke, having married the ſaid Eliza- 
beth Beauchamp, died on the 1oth of November, in the x 3th 
year of king Henry VIII. He had iſſue by her only one ſon, 
Edward. Edward married Elizabeth, daughter to Richard Ne- 
vil, lord Latimer; which Richard was lineally deſcended from 
George lord Latimer, (third ſon to Ralph, the firſt earl of 
Weſtmorland, by Joan, daughter to John of Gaunt, duke of 
Lancaſter) and of Elizabeth, wife of the ſaid George, daugh- _ 
ter to Richard de Beauchamp, earl of Warwick. This Ed-

ward having iſſue by his wife, the ſaid Elizabeth, died, during 
the lifetime of his father, leaving three daughters, Elizabeth, 
Anne, and Blanche, his heirs. Robert lord Brooke, the 
father of Edward, after the death of the Jord Beauchamp's 
daughter, married Dorothy, daughter of Thomas Grey, mar- 
quis of Dorſet, by whom he had iſſue two ſons, Henry and 
William, who both died of the ſweating ſickneſs when young; 
and two daughters, viz. Elizabeth, married to John Pawlet, 
marquis of Wincheſter ; and Anne, married to Charles Blount, 
fon and heir to William lord Mountjoy : the ſaid two noble- 
men, in right of their wives, after the death of the lord 
Brooke, obtained (g), by order of king Henry VIII. in coun- 
cil, which was afterwards confirmed by act of parliament, part 
of che lands of this rich family: but the inheritance paſſed by 
Edward, his only ſon, to bis three grand-daughters; and he, 
the faid lord Brooke, died of a peſtilential air, on the 10th 
of November, in the 13th year of king Henry VIII. 1521, 
and was buried in the church of Bere-Ferrers, leaving them, 
the faid Elizabeth, Anne, and Blanche, his heirs, 


But of thoſe three ladies, Anne 3 unmarried, and 
Blanche, who was married to fir Francis Dautrey, knight, 
dying without iſſue, ELIZABETH, the eldeſt, was left at 
length ſole heir to the laſt lord Brooke, her grandfather ; a 
alſo to her grandmother, Elizabeth, the eldeſt of the 3 
ters and coheirs of the laſt lord Beauchamp of Powyke; and 
thus, in her own perſon, united the illuſtrious lucceſſion of 
thoſe two noble families. 


As the ſole heir of her grandmother, ſhe became ſeized in 
fee of the whole manor of Alceſter; in conſequence of which, 
letters patent of exemplification, in the poſſeſſion of Francis 
the preſent Earl Brooke, and Earl of Warwick, were, in the 
3d year of queen Elizabeth, granted to her, then a widow, 
confirming all the grants of fairs, markets, &c. that had 
been made in the time of her anceſtors, in behalf of the manor

of Alceſter. And as the ſole heir of her grandfather, it ap- 
pears, by an inquiſition taken after her death, dated in the 6th 
year of queen Elizabeth, in the poſſeſſion of the ſaid Francis, 
Earl Brooke and Warwick, that ſhe died ſeized in fee, not 
only of the manor of Alceſter, but of ſundry other manors and 
lands, in the counties of Warwick, Worceſter, Glouceſter, 
Leiceſter, Lincoln, Somerſet, and divers other counties; the 
whole amounting to ſo great a value, that ſhe was truely 
eſteemed one of the richeſt heireſſes of her time, as well as 
one of the beſt deſcended. Having thus deduced in full the 
deſcent of this great lady, an attention which the importance 
of the ſubje& juſtly merited, I now return to the Grevile 
family, into which ſhe brought all her eſtates and honours. 


Upon (h) the death of Robert Willoughby, the laſt lord 
Brooke, her grandfather, the wardihip of this young lady was 
obtained, as I faid before, by fir Edward Grevile of Milcote, 
in the county of Warwick, knight. Sir Edward intended her 
for John, his eldeſt ſon ; but ſhe preferring in affection Fulke“, 
bis younger ſon, was married to him. 


We have the following account of this marriage, in a manu- 
ſcript entitled The Genealogie, Life and Death of Robert 
Lord Brooke; written in the year 1644, and at preſent in the 
poſſeſſion of Francis Earl Brooke, and Earl of Warwick.

Sir FuLkE GREVILE, having by this marriage obtained the 
manor of Alceſter, and many other fair lordfhips and lands, 
feated himſelf at Beauchamp's Court, and augmenting this 
large eſtate by the purchaſe of ſundry lands in the neighbour- | 
hood, raiſed his family to high diſtinction in the county of 
Warwick. In the 32d year of Henry VIII. the king demiſed 
to him the ſcite of the monaſtery of Alceſter, together with 
all the lands and rents belonging thereto, lying in and about 
Alceſter, Coughton, Kinerton, and Exhall ; and he there- 
upon pulled down the monaſtery, for enlarging his houſe at 
Beauchamp's Court: but the inheritance being granted by the 
crown to William and John Sewſter, and to the heirs of the 
faid John, fir Fulke purchaſed the fame of them in the 4th and 
5th of Philip and Mary. In the 34th year of king Henry VIII. 
he was ſheriff of the counties of Warwick and Leiceſter, as alſo 
in the 1ft year of king Edward VI.; and was knight of the 
ſhire for the county of Warwick, in three ſeveral parliaments. 
That he was an affc&ionate huſband, and tender parent ; that 
he had encountered great difficulties, in ſecuring the inherit- 
ance of his lady, (the daughters of the late lord Brooke claim- 
ing as coheirs) and that he was remarkably accurate in his 
accounts, and adhered ſtrictly to juſtice in all his tranſactions,

The ſons were, 
firſt, Foulke ; ſecondly, Robert Grevile of Thorp-Latymer, in 
the county of Lincoln, anceſtor to Francis, the preſent Earl 
Brooke, and Earl of Warwick; and laſtly, Edward, after- 
wards fir Edward Grevile of Harrold park, in the pariſh of 
Waltham-Abbey in the county of Eſſex; whoſe line ter- 
minated in two daughters, his coheirs. The daughters of 
the aforeſaid Fulke Grevile were, Mary, married to William | 
_ Harris, of the county of Devon, eſquire; Eleanor, to ir. 
John Conway, of Arrow and Ragley, in the county of War- 
wick, knight ; Catherine, to Giles Read, of the county of 
Glouceſter, eſquire; and Blanche, who died unmarried. 


FurkeE GREvILE, the eldeſt ſon, upon the death of his 
mother, ſucceeded to this great inheritance, and was knichted 
in the 7th year of queen Elizabeth, being then thirty-nine 
years of age. He was, according to the character Camden (k) 
gives of him, a perſon no leſs eſteemed for the ſweetneſs of 
his temper, than the dignity of his ſtation.” We have the 
following account of him, in the manuſcript aboye mentioned, 
page 6th. He was a gentleman full of affabilitie and cour- 
<< teſie, and much given to hoſpitalitie, which got the love of 
be the whole countrie. For in his time no man did beare a 
& greater ſway in the countie of Warwicke than himſelſe. He 
% was evermore attended with a brave companie of gentlemen. 
« Upon the news of the death of queen Elizabeth, he being 
cc at Warwicke at the great aſſize, came down from the bench, 
6e and- with ſome of his friendes, proclaimed king James, which 
& the judges of the circuit refuſed to doe.” He was cuſtos 
rotulorum of the county of Warwick ; and one of the knights 
of the ſhire in the 28th year of queen Elizabeth, and in four 
other parliaments. He married Anne, daughter to Ralph Ne- 
vil, earl of Weſtmorland, and died in the year 1606, and the 
4th of king James, leaving by her, Fulke, his fon and heir ;

FuLEKEk GREVILE, only ſon of the laſt- mentioned fir Fulke, 
was born in the year 1554 (1). Being of the ſame age with 
his couſin fir Philip Sidney, they had their juvenile education 
together, at a ſchool in Shrewſbury (m). From this ſchool 
Fulke Grevile went to the univerſity of Oxford, but ſoon 
removed to that of Cambridge, and was entered of Trinity 
college there. Having finiſhed his academical ſtudies, he 
went abroad, and by adding the knowledge of men to that of 
books, returned to his native country a moſt accompliſhed 
gentleman, On his arrival in England, his uncle Robert 
Grevile, at that time a ſervant to queen Elizabeth, introduced 
him into the court, where he was ſoon taken notice of as a 
moſt ingenious perſon, and greatly efteemed by all ſuch as 
were lovers of arts and ſciences (n). Being thus made known 
to the moſt polite and learned court at that time in Europe, 
and by the recommendation of his uncle fir Henry Sidney, lord 
preſident of Wales, nominated to ſome beneficial preferments 
in that principality, he had an early opportunity of cultivating 
a friendſhip with thofe who either then were, or afterwards 
became, eminent in life: but of all the men of rank who then 
made a figure at the court of Elizabeth, his kinſman fir Philip 
Sidney was his darling: he lived the companion and friend of 


this great man from his earlieſt youth, and when he died, 
wrote his life, 


This fair proſpect, which thus offered itſelf to Mr. Gre- 


vile, for his being amply provided for at home, could not 
allay that ardour, which he ſtrongly poſſeſſed, of engaging him- 
ſelf in ſervices abroad, both by fea and laud. The paſſion that 
chiefly prevailed among the youth of ſpirit at that time, was to 
go to foreign courts in the train of ambaſſadors to affiſt at 
1 ſieges

ſieges or battles under the conduct of famous generals; or to ſail 
to the Eaſt or Weſt Indies, in hopes of making diſcoveries of 
new countries, or conqueſts upon the Spaniards. On the 
other hand, queen Elizabeth conſtantly diſcouraged thoſe 
irregular ſallies of ambition; as ſhe knew, that if they were 
indulged beyond what the ſervice of the publick required, the 
kingdom might be thereby deprived of the braveſt ſubjects, and 
ſhe of her moſt valuable ſervants. Sir Fulke, whoſe ambition 
to acquire honour or improvement in foreign countries, was 
equal to that of any of his age and rank, not being able to 
obtain leave from his royal miſtreſs to go abroad ſo often as he 
deſired, was bold enough to make ſeveral attempts to go without 
her permiſſion: but on all thoſe occaſions he was either recalled 
before he got out of England, or on his return was received 
in ſuch a manner, as was moſt proper to mortify him, being 
ſometimes made to live in her court,” as he himſelf ſays, 
& à ſpectacle of disfaviour, too long, as he conceived.” The 
firſt excurſion which he meditated was, as he informs us in his 
Life of Philip Sidney, when the armies of don John and duke 
Caſimir were to meet in the Low Countries. Reſolved to be A 
witneſs of the expected conflict, he made all neceſſary prepa- 
rations for his journey, and by the queen's permiſſion had actu- 
ally ſhipped his horſes and equipage at Dover; but, to his great 
mortification, juſt as he was at the point of his departure, he 
was ſtaid by the queen's mandate. After this, ſecretary Wal- 
ſingham being ſent ambaſſador to treat with thoſe two princes, 
in a buſineſs which ſo much concerned Chriſtian blood and 
Chriſtian empire, Mr. Grevile thought that whoever would 
venture to join that ambaſſador's train, although without leave, 
was in no danger of being ſtaid. Accordingly he went over 
with the ſecretary, unknown. In his way home he went to 
Delft, where he waited on William Naſſau, prince of Orange ; 
by whom he was kindly received, having been the year before 
recommended to him by his friend Sidney. After a ſhort ſtay 
with this exccllent and experienced prince, who held ſeveral 
political conferences with him on the then preſent poſture 
of publick affairs, he returned to England; but the queen,

highly reſenting his prefumption in going out of the kingdom 
without her permiſſion, forbid him her preſence for many 
months (o). 


The frowns of Elizabeth were not however as yet ſufficient 
to deter him from turning his thoughts to foreign exploits. 
In this he was encouraged by the ſentiments and example 
of his beloved Sidney, who in the midſt of a court that 
eſteemed, loved, and almoſt adored him, and where he was 
honoured with the favour of his royal miſtreſs, languiſhed after 
the glory of a mighty foreign expedition (p). He framed with 
himſelf a ſcheme of attacking the Spaniards in America ; of 
ſubverting their government there; and of laying the founda- 
tion of an Engliſh ſettlement in its place, upon ſuch a plan, 
as that it might become a durable eſtabliſhment, and by degrees 
increaſe, till it extended its power from ocean to ocean. This 
deſign he communicated to no one except his friend Grevile, 
who, to uſe fir Fulke's own words, “ having been bred up 
« with him from his youth, he choſe to be his loving and be- 


<< loved Achates in this voyage.” The two young adventurers 


knowing that the queen and her council would never conſent, 
that he ſhould go on an employment of ſo hazardous a nature, 
and ſo far from England, they ſecretly concerted the execution 
of the ſcheme with ſir Francis Drake. It was agreed between 
them, that ſir Francis fhould have the name and reputation of 
the project while in England; but that, when they ſet ſail, the 
command ſhould be divided betwixt him and fir Philip ; and, 
in the mean while, ſir Philip was to ſupport and quicken the 
expedition with all his credit at court. Sir Francis foon had a 
ſquadron aſſigned him: all diſpatch was uſed, and no publick 


expence ſpared, in the equipment. Sir Philip embarked a great 


part of his own fortune in the adventure; but carefully kept 
his deſign of going himſelf on board, a ſecret from all his rela- 
tions and friends, When the fleet was ready, the two adven- 
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turers made uſe of ſome ſpecious pretence to leave the court, 
and go to Plymouth, where the fleet then was, and where they 
were to wait for a favourable wind. In the mean while fir 
Francis Drake's reſolution failed : he durſt not riſk the queen's 
diſpleaſure, but delayed his departure from time to time on 
various pretences, till at laſt the deſign of fir Philip and fir 
Fulke was known at court. The queen immediately diſpatched 
meſſengers to Plymouth to ſtop them, or, if they refuſed to 
obey, to ſtop the fleet. Sir Philip had the courage to withſtand 
this firſt meſſage, (the letters having been intercepted, and 
conveyed ſecretly into his own hands; ) but a ſecond came by 
a peer of the realm, with an offer to fir Philip, on the one 
hand, of an employment under his uncle, the earl of Leiceſter, 
| then going general into the Low Countries; and on the other 

hand, denouncing the ſevereſt diſpleaſure in caſe of diſobe- 
dience. Upon this our diſappointed adventurers returned to 
court, and left fir Francis to purſue his voyage, from which he 
returned rather with wealth than honour, | 


When the earl of Leiceſter was ſent general of the queen's 
forces into the Low Countries, fir Fulke obtained from him 
the command of one hundred horſe; but neither his humble 
ſuit to the queen, nor the interceſſion of his noble uncle and 
patron, backed by the intereſt of many other of his friends, 


could prevail on queen Elizabeth to conſent to his leaving her 
court. | 


Laſtly, as he himſelf tells us,“ the univerſal fame of a 
& battle to be fought between the prime forces of Henry III. 
& of France, and the religious of Henry IV. then king of 
4 Navarre, lifting him yet once more above this humble earth 
cc of duty, made him reſolve to ſee the difference between kings 
<« preſent, and abſent, in their martial expeditions.” So that, 
without acquainting any creature, the earl of Eſſex excepted, 
he ſhipped himſelf over, and at his return was kept from the 
queen's preſence full ſix months, and then received after a 
ſtrange manner: for that abſolute princeſs, to ſever ill example 


from 
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from grace, averred his going over to be a ſecret employ- 
ment of hers; „ protecting him,” as he adds, “ to the world, 
with the honour of her employment, rather than ſhe would, 
« for example's ſake, be forced either to puniſh him further, 
« or too eaſily forgive a contempt or neglect in a ſervant fa 
& near about her, as ſhe was pleaſed to conceive it (q).” 


After thoſe A attempts to follow his own deſires, the 
fire of youth beginning now to abate, fir Fulke came to be 


ſenſible, as he ſays himſelf, “ that it was ſufficient for the 


plant to grow where the ſovereign's hand had planted it: 
< he therefore contracted his thoughts, and bounded his pro- 


00 ſpect within the ſafe limits of duty, and in ſuch home- | 


6 ſervices as were acceptable to his ſovereign.“ 


The firſt account we meet with, of the civil and domeſtick 
empioyments appointed him by his uncle ſir Henry Sidney, is 
in a letter of fir Henry to the lords of the council, wherein, 
propoling to leſſen the number of attorneys in the court held 
in the marches of Wales, and to regulate them under a princi- 
pal officer or two by patent from her majeſty, he recommends 
Mr. Fulke Grevile, together with his own ſecretary Mr, Mo- 
lyneux, for that purpoſe (r). About the year 1580, he ob- 
tained a patent for the office of clerk of the ſignet to the 
council in Wales ; and ſome time after, he had likewiſe, by 
another patent, the clerkſhip of the council, to be executed 
by himſelf or his deputy (s): which offices are ſaid to have 
brought him in yearly two thouſand pounds. He was not how- 
ever ſo much embarraſſed with buſineſs, as to prevent his making 


a conſpicuous figure in the grand entertainments which were 


made at court in the year 1581, when the ambaſſadors, and 
many of the French nobility, came over commiſſioners from 
Catherine

Catherine de Medicis, to treat of a marriage between queen 
Elizabeth and the duke of Anjou. Thoſe noble perſonages, 
after having been nobly banqueted at Weſtminſter, were fur- 
ther entertained, amongſt other courtly diverſions, with the 
martial exerciſe of tilts and tournaments, by Philip earl of 
Arundel, Frederick lord Windſor, Philip Sidney, and Fulke 
Grevile, who were challengers to all comers (t): in which 
rencounters Fulke Grevile behaved himſelf ſo gallantly, that 
he won the reputation of a moſt valiant knight (u). 


On the 20th of April, 1583, he was by patent conſtituted 
ſecretary for the principality of South and North Wales; 
which office king James I. afterwards conferred on him for 
life (x): and in the year 1587, he was one of the four perſons 
who carried the pall at the pompous funeral of his much be- 
loved and lamented friend fir Philip Sidney (y). In the begin- 
ning of the year 1588, he was, among other perſons of honour _ 
and quality, created maſter of arts by the univerſity of Ox- 
ford (z); and when Ambroſe Dudley, earl of Warwick, was 
on the gth of April, 1589, interred in the chapel of Warwick, 
he was one of the principal mourners (a). In October, 1597, 
he received the order of knighthood; and two years after, was 
appointed treaſurer of the navy for life (b). When orders were 
given out, in Auguſt, 1599, for drawing commiſſions for the 
great fleet that was ſet forth in expectation of another invaſion 
by the Spaniards, it is reported that ſir Fulke Grevile was to 
have one, as rear-admiral (c); but we hear no more of any 
ſuch charge that he was intruſted with in the navy. In the 
44th and laſt year of queen. Elizabeth, having bought up from

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private hands ſome claims upon the manor of Wedgenock, he 
obtained from the queen a grant of the ancient and ſpacious 
park thereunto belonging, for himſelf, his heirs and aſſigns, in 
as large and ample manner, as John duke of Northumberland, 

or Ambroſe earl of Warwick, had held it. He was a member 
of parliament in ſeveral ſeſſions, being many times elected 
knight of the ſhire with ſir Thomas Lucy (d); and it was 
affirmed, that the county could not make a better choice, they 
being learned, wiſe, and honeſt (e). At the coronation of 
king James I. in 1603, he was made a knight of the Bath, 
and ſoon after called, from being treaſurer of the navy, to be 
chancellor and under-treaſurer of the exchequer, being at the 
ſame time appointed one of the privy council. In the 2d year 
of that king he obtained a grant of the caſtle of Warwick, 
with the gardens and other dependencies ahout it (f). He then 
found it in a ruinous condition, the towers and other ſtrong 
places of it being uſed for the common gaol of the county ; but 
at the expence of upwards of 20,0001. he repaired and 
adorned it for the ſeat of his family. Moreover, he made a 
purchaſe of the Temple grounds adjoining, and beautified 
them with large and ſtately plantations, with an intention, as 
it would ſeem, to put in execution the deſign which George 
duke of Clarence formerly had, of making a park of them 
under his windows; and which deſign hath been lately per- 
fected by the preſent earl] Brooke and Warwick, ſince he 
became lord of the manor. Upon the whole, he fo repaired 
this great and venerable pile, as to render it, as Dugdale ob- 
ſerves (g), „not only a place of great ſtrength, but extraor- 
« dinary delight, and the moſt princely ſeat within the mid- 
land parts of the realm.” Beſides other grants from the 
crown, he had one alſo of the manor and lands of Knowle, 
in tus ſaid county of Warwick; and he taſted the royal bounty 
as yet more, in ſuch grants of land, than in any offices of ſtate.

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In 1617, he obtained a ſpecial charter, confirming all ſuch 
liberties as had been granted to any of his anceſtors, in behalf 
of the town of Alceſter, upon a new rent of ten ſhillings a 
year, then reſerved to the king, his heirs and ſucceſſors (h). 


It appears from what has been ſaid above, that he had, in his 
own perſon, the hereditary right of a peerage ; being, by his 
_ grandmother, heir at law to Robert Willoughby, lord Brooke, 
who had been called up by writ of ſummons to the houſe of 
lords. But it was probably not at that time a point clear in law, 
that after an honour had been for ſome time in abeyance in the 
female line, it could afterwards be claimed by the heir at law 
as indeed the queſtion was but for the firſt time, and in this 
very caſe, decided in the houſe of lords, in the 8th year of 
king William III. on the petition of Richard Verney, eſquire, 
of Compton-Mordak ; whoſe claim to the peerage of Wil- 
loughby of Brooke was then admitted, he being grandſon and 
heir to Margaret above mentioned, who was only ſiſter, and 
heir at law, to fir Fulke Grevile. But, however that point of 
law might then have been thought of, fir Fulke accepted of 
letters patent, bearing date the 19th of January, in the 18th 
year of James I. by which he was advanced to the dignity of 
a baron of this realm, by the title of Lord Brooks, Baron 
Brooke of BEAUCHAur-Coukr, in the county of Wer- 
wick, with limitations of that honour, in default of heirs male of 
his own body, to his kinſman ROBERT GREvILE, ſon to FULKE 
GREVILE, of THORPE-LATYMER in the county of Lincoln, 
eſquire. The reaſons aſſigned in the patent for his creation, 
were his faithful ſervices to queen Elizabeth, and the then pre- 
ſent king; and that he was of noble extraction, being deſcended 
of the blood of the NeviLs, the WILLOUOHEBVS, and the 
BEAUCHAMPS, In September, 1621, his lordſhip reſigning the 
office of chancellor of the exchequer, in which he was ſucceed - 
ed by Richard Weſton, afterwards earl of Portland, he was 
made one of the gentlemen of the king's bed-chamber (i). He

was alſo counſellor of ſtate to king Charles I. and in the be- 
ginning of his reign was the founder of an hiſtory-lecture in 
the univerſity of Cambridge, with an allowance of a handſome 
ſalary to the profeſſor thereof (kx). Indeed there are many in- 
ſtances of his favours and beneficences to learning and learned 
men; and ſome of them have not only amply celebrated his 
excellent ſenſe and ingenuity, but gratefully acknowledged his 
extraordinary liberality towards, and patronage of them (I). 
In 1597, by his aſſiduous applications to queen Elizabeth, he 
obtained the office of clarencieux king of arms for Mr. Cam- 
den (m), who very gratefully acknowledges his favours, not 
only by leaving to him in his laſt will a piece of plate, but in 
his Britannia (n), where, ſpeaking of the father of lord Brooke, 
he adds, Whoſe only ſon doth fo intirely devote himſelf to 
the ſtudy of real vertue and honour, that the nobleneſs of his 
mind far exceeds that of his birth; for whoſe extraordinary 
« favours, though I muſt defpair of making ſuitable returns, 
„yet, whether ſpeaking or ſilent, I muſt ever preſerve a 
« grateful remembrance of them.” He introduced the learn- 
ed Dr, John Overal to the queen, and by his intereſt with her, 
procured for him the deanry of St. Paul's in London (o). He 
was the riſe and making of that eminent miniſter of ſtate, ſir 
John Coke, knight, who by his means was preferred to be ſecre- 
tary of the navy, and who was afterwards maſter of the re- 
queſts, and at laſt ſecretary of ſtate for twenty years toge- 
ther (p). But for his happy enfranchiſement of John Speed, 
the hiſtoriographer, from a mechanick employment, and his 
commodious enablement of him to purſue the hiſtorical ſtudies 
to which he had fuch an uncommon inclination, the hearty and

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unteſerved acknowledgement he has publickly made, deſerves 
to be written in letters of gold; where having mentioned, in 
his Theatre of Great-Britain, the extraordinary reparations 
which had been made of the decayed caſtle of Warwick by ſir 
Fulke Grevile, he adds, „ Whoſe merit to me-ward I do 
„ acknowledge, in ſetting this hand free from the dayly em- 
e ployments of a manual trade, and giving it full liberty thus to 
c expreſs the inclination of my mind; himſelf being the pro- 
ce curer of iny preſent eſtate (q).” Sir Fulke Grevile was not 
content with the mere encouraging of learning in others: from 
the time that he laid aſide all further thoughts of going 
abroad, and determined to apply himſelf to home-fervices, he 
devoted his leiſure hours to the amuſement of writing, par- 
i ticularly in the poetical way. After the death of queen Eliza- 
beth, calling to mind, as he tells us in his Life of Sir Philip 
Sidney (r), the many duties he owed to that matchleſs ſove- 
reign of his, he reſolved to write her life, or hiſtory, pur- 
poſing to have ſet out with the union of the red and white roſes 
in the marriage of Henry VII. but finding he could not have 
the uſe of thoſe papers which he looked upon as abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary to complete his work in the ſubſtantial manner that 
might be expected, he laid aſide that deſign, and diſpoſed him- 
ſelf to reviſe the products of his earlier ſtudies. ' Little of them 
appeared in print during his life-time ; but ſince his death there 
have been ſeveral publications in his name, though it is not 
improbable but that he has mentioned, himſelf, all the pieces 
of his writing, which he deſigned for the preſs: therefore 7 
ſhall here ſubjoin an account of the writings which have been 
publickly aſcribed to him, and refer the reader to the Life of 
Sir Philip Sidney, for what he ſays of thoſe which he intended 
ſhould be printed as his poſtkumous works (s).

Fourthly, The Remains of Sir Fulke Grevile, Lord 
Brooke; being Poems of Monarchy and Religion, never printed 
before. Printed for Henry Herringman, 8vo, 1670. 


His lordſhip having never been married, and being deſirous 
to maintain his family in the rank to which he had greatly con- 
tributed to raiſe it, he freed from intail all the eſtates he had 
inherited from his anceſtors; and adding to thoſe, ſuch as he 
had acquired by grant from the crown, or by purchaſe, he ſet- 
tled the whole, by his laſt will and teſtament, upon his couſin 
Robert Grevile, (in whoſe favour he had obtained the reverſion 


of his honours) and the heirs male of his body; with the 


remainder over to the heirs male of ſir Edward Grevile, of 
Harold park, the third branch of his family. 
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This will was executed the 18th of February, 1627, and 
was then witneſſed by ſeveral gentlemen at that time in his 
ſervice; among whom was one Ralph Haywool, who had 
been long his ſervant. Some months afterwards, a codicil was 
added, granting annuities to thoſe gentlemen, by name ;omit- 
ting, however, this Haywood, whom he probably did not 
think intitled to his liberality (t). Hay wood reſented this 
neglect to ſuch a degree, that on the 1ſt day of September, 
1628, being alone with his lord in his bed-chamber in Brooke 
houſe, in Holbourn, he entered into a warm and inſolent expo- 
ſtulation with him; for which being ſeverely reprimanded by 
his lord, Haywood gave him a mortal ſtab with a knife, or, as 
others ſay, with his ſword (u). The villain made his eſcape 
into another room, which he locked; and before it could be 
broke open for him to be ſeized, he deſtroyed himſelf with the 
fame inſtrument wherewith he had murdered his maſter. Lord 
Brooke languiſhed a few days with his wound, but before he 
died ordered another ſhort codicil to be added to his will, in 
which he left handſome legacies to the ſurgeons and others 
who attended him on this occaſion. He died the zoth of 
September, 1628, in the 75th year of his age, and was bu- 
ried with great ſolemnity; fir William Segar, knight, garter; 
| fir Henry St. George, knight, Richmond herald ; and Henry 
Chitting, eſquire, Somerſet herald, directing the funeral. His 
body was laid in his own vault, on the north ſide of the choir, 
in the church of St. Mary at Warwick, under a monument 


which he had ereQed himſelf, with this remarkable inſcription :

Lord Bacon gives us a ſhort and laudable character of this 
great man (y): but fir Robert Naunton furniſhes us with the 


following more ample and general character of him, as an emi- 
nent courtier of thoſe times, where he muſters him amongſt 


the favourites of queen Elizabeth. His words are (z), “ Sir 


„ Fulke Grevile, lord Brooke, had no mean place in her 
© favour: neither did he hold it for a ſhort term; for, if I be 
© not deceived, he had the longeſt leaſe, and the ſmootheſt 
„ time, without any rub of any of her favourites. He came 
to the court in his youth and prime; for that is the time, or 
never. He was a brave gentleman, and honourably_ de- 
c ſcended from Willoughby lord Brooke, and admiral to king 
« Henry VII. Neither illiterate; for he was, as he would 


ce 


<« often profeſs, a friend to fir Philip Sidney: and there are of 
his, now extant, ſome fragments of his poems, and of 


ce thoſe times, which do intereſt him in the Muſes, and which 
<« ſhew the queen's election had ever a noble conduct, and its 
<« motions more of virtue and judgement than fancy. I find 
that he never ſought for, or obtained, any great place or pre- 
c ferment in court, during all the time of his attendance : 
<« neither did he need it; for he came thither backed with a 
plentiful fortune, which, as himſelf was wont to ſay, was 
e the better held together by a ſingle life, wherein he lived and 
«« died, a conſtant courticr of the ladies.“ 


Upon the death of Fulke lord Brooke, the elder branch of the 
| family, in the male line, ended ; and, as we obſerved before, 
Margaret, his ſiſter, carried the honours of the female line into 
the family of Verney. But Robert, of the ſecond branch of the 
family, who ſucceeded him in his fortune and title, ſucceeded 
him likewiſe in the honour, of being next in male deſcent from 
the firſt ſir Fulke, and Elizabeth his wife, who, as we have 
ſhewn above, was not only heireſs of the family of Wil- 
loughby of Brooke, but was twice deſcended of the old earls of 
Warwick: for this Robert, now lord Brooke, and Dorothy

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his ſiſter, (married to ſir Arthur Haſlerigg, of Noſely, in the 
county of Leiceſter) were the only iſſue of Fulke Grevile, 
eſquire, the eldeſt ſon of Robert Grevile, of Thorp-Latymer, 


in the county of Lincoln, eſquire, who was ſecond ſon to the 
ſaid fir Fulke Grevile, and Elizabeth his wife. 


This (a) RogERT GREviILE, while but an infant of four 
years of age, was in a manner adopted as a ſon, by his couſin, 
the lord Brooke, who from that time provided for his education 
and breeding, ſo as to render him worthy of that eſtate and 
dignity he intended to confer upon him. He returned from his 
travels beyond ſeas about the age of twenty, and in the ſame 
year was elected to ſerve for the borough of Warwick, in the 
parliament which was then called, but ſoon after unhappily 
diffolved. He ſucceeded his couſin, Fulke lord Brooke, at the 
age of twenty-one, and ſoon after married lady Catherine 
Ruſſel, eldeſt daughter to Francis earl of Bedford. 


The principles of government he had imbibed in his edu- 
cation, which were probably improved from his intimate con- 
nexion with the Bedford family, made him diſapprove of the 
meaſures which were carried on by the court, in the beginning 
of the reign of king Charles I. So deeply was he affected 
with the grievances complained of at char tg and fo diſ- 

couraged at the gloomy proſpect that overſpread the nation, 
that he entered into a deſign with the lord viſcount Say and 
Seal, to leave England, and ſettle in a corner of the world, 
remote from the oppreſſion of a court (b). Thoſe two noble- 
men procured from Robert Rich, earl of Warwick, an aſſign- 
ment of part of a large tract of land in North-America, (now 
part of New-England) of which he had obtained a grant from 
the crown ; and in the year 1635, ſent over George Fenwick, 

eſquire, to begin a ſettlement in that country, and prepare a 
place of retreat for them and their friends; in conſequence of 
which a town was there — which thence bears the name of 


Saybrook,

Saybrook. But when afterwards a ſpirit roſe in England, in 
oppoſition to the arbitrary meaſures of that bad adminiſtration, 
and that there were hopes of reforming the abuſes of govern- 
ment, he laid aſide the thoughts of retiring from his own 
country, and was one of the firſt who aſſumed the boldneſs of 
aſſerting the cauſe of liberty, even in the face of the court. 
() When the king, in his expedition againſt the Scotch, had 
ſummoned the nobility to meet him at York; and it was 
thought fit, by the whole body of the council, that a ſhort 
proteſtation ſhould be drawn, in which all men ſhould “ pro- 
ce feſs their loyalty and obedience to his majeſty, and diſclaim 
c and renounce the having any intelligence, or holding any 
« correſpondence with the rebels.“ Of the Engliſh nobility, 
the lord Say, and the lord Brooke, poſitively refuſed, in the 
| king's own preſence, to make any ſuch proteſtation. They 
ſaid, If the king ſuſpected their loyalty, he might proceed 
„ againſt them as he thought fit; but that it was againſt the 
< Jaw to impoſe any oaths or proteſtations upon them, which 
«© were not enjoined by law; and, in that reſpect, that they 
«© might not betray the common liberty, they would not ſub- 
mit to it.” From that time lord Brooke proceeded in the 
| meaſures of his party, with ſteadineſs and reſolution ; and 
when afterwards the war broke out betwixt the king and the 
parliament, and all the great men in England ranged themſelves 
on one fide or the other, he adhered to that of the parliament, 
and was in ſuch eſteem with thoſe of that party, that, as lord 
Clarendon (d) ſays, „they had ſcarce a more abſolute confi- 
« dence in any man than in him.” And yet, from the uni- 
verſal character he had of good-nature, juſtice, and love of his 
country, there is reaſon to believe, that had he lived to ſee to 
what a height the parliament afterwards carried matters, he 
would have diſapproved of their conduct; and might have 
been inſtrumental in moderating the violence of that party, and 
in eſtabliſhing a peace, founded upon the ſecurity of the con- 
ſtitution and the rights of the crown. Lord Clarendon(e) 
{cems indeed to have been of another opinion. But it is cer-

tain that the earl of Bedford, the perſon with whom he lived in 
the ſtrongeſt connexions, not long after, openly difapproved of 


the violence of the parliament party, and came over from them 


to the king. | 


To leave conjectures about what might have been, and 
return to what really did happen. He engaged in the civil 
war on the ſide of the parliament; and ſuch was his influence 
in Warwickſhire, that he carried along with him almoſt the 
whole county. He was of ſo much the more conſequence to 
his party, that by him they had the caſtle of Warwick, which, 
by being ſituated in the heart of England, and fortified by na- 
ture, proved a moſt convenient place of arms, and one of the 
. of their garriſons. a 


The (f) lord Brooke having, in conſequence of a commiſſion 
from the parliament, in the months of June and July, 1642, 
arrayed the militia of the counties of Warwick and Stafford, 
repaired to London, to procure artillery and military ſtores for 
his caſtle; but before he went, he conſtituted ſir Edward Peito, 
of Cheſterton, governor, and left with him one or two pieces 
of ſmall cannon, and what muſkets and ammunition he could 
ſpare. On his return with a ſuitable train of artillery, he was 
met by the earl of Northampton, at Edgehill, with a conſi- 
derable body of troops. The two lords at firſt prepared for 
action; but (ſays the author of the manuſcript above mentioned) 
to prevent the effuſion of blood, it was at laſt agreed between 
them, that lord Brooke ſhould return back to Banbury with 
his ordnance, and that neither of them ſhould fetch it from 
thence, without giving the other three days notice. However 
that may be, lord Northampton, on lord Brooke's return to 
London, came up to Banbury with a powerful body of horſe 
and foot, ſurpriſed the caſtle, and carried off the cannon. He 
was no ſooner maſter of this artillery, than he marched to 


Warwick; and having ſummoned fir Edward Peito to ſur- 25 


render the caſtle, upon his refuſal, proceeded to beſiege it. 
The

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The ſiege was begun Auguſt the 7th, and continued till the 
23d of that month; when the lord Brooke coming from Lon- | 
don with a body of horſe and foot, was met by part of the 
earl of Northampton's troops within five miles of Warwick, 
between Southam and Itchington, where a ſkirmiſh enſued, in 
which lord Brooke had the advantage. Upon this the ſiege was 
raiſed: lord Northampton retreated towards the North, and 
lord Brooke entered the caſtle, to the great joy of ſir Edward 
Peito, and his ſmall garriſon, who, though poorly provided 
with ordnance and military ſtores, had defended the place a 
full fortnight. | 


The lord Brooke remained at Warwick, or in the neigh- 
bourhood, till towards the end of September, when the earl of 
Eſſex, with the parliament army, arrived at that town. Having 
Intelligence that the king's army was then at Worceſter, the 
earl, with lord Brooke and the whole army, advanced towards 
that place: but that he might not be impeded in his march, 
he left the moſt of his heavy ordnance, and what ammunition 
he had not immediately. occaſion for, at Warwick caſtle. The 
earl of Eſſex, on his approach to W orceſter, finding that the 
king's army filed off towards Shrewſbury, and thence to the 
borders of Oxford and Warwickſhire, prepared to follow them: 
but as his heavy carriages, from the badneſs of the roads, and 
the backwardneſs of the people in that country to furniſh 
horſes, could not be made to keep up with the army, it was 
thought proper that the lord Brooke ſhould go on to Warwick, 
and from thence ſend ſupplies of ammunition to meet the army 
on their march. He arrived at that place the 22d of October: 
the day following he ſent from the magazines of the caſtle ſome 
cart-loads of ammunition for the army, which the night before 

had come up to Kineton, within two miles of Edgehill, where 
the king's army then lay. Lord Brooke having thus diſpatched 
his carriages, ſet out about one of the clock, the ſame day, to 
join the army: but while he was on the road, the engagement 
began; which he. was ſoon informed of, by the crowds who 
fled on the firſt charge of the king's horſe. He prevailed with 
SS Þ.: 1 | many

many to return with him, and making what haſte he could to 
join the battle, arrived in time to have ſome ſhare, perſonally, 
in the ſucceſs of the day, and in keeping the field the night fol- 
lowing. His own regiment had marched with the general (g), 
and was one of thoſe that fought in the right wing, which 
entirely broke the left of the king's army. The next day, in 
the evening, the earl of Eſſex, the reſt of the nobility, and 
ſome others of diſtinction in the parliament army, came ta 
Warwick : the whole army followed them the day after, and 
went into quarters of refreſhment there, and in the neighbour- 
hood. The priſoners of note were conducted to the caſtle ; the 
chief of whom (ſays the author of the manuſcript before men- 
tioned, page 48.) was the earl of Lindſay, who being ſhot near 
the knee, died of his wound as he entered the caſtle, before he 
could be carried into his chamber. | 


Not long after the battle, viz. January 7, 1642-3, the lord 
Brooke was appointed general, and commander in chief (under 
the earl of Efſex) of the aſſociated counties of Warwick and 
Stafford, and the parts adjacent (h). In conſequence of this 
commiſſion, having cleared Warwickſhire of all oppoſition, he 
advanced into Staffordſhire ; and hearing that lord Cheſterfield, 
with about 300 men under his command, was in poſſeſſion of 
Litchfield, reſolved in the firſt place to diſlodge them. He 
therefore took a troop of reformadoes, and 400 foot, which he 
had from London; to which he added 100 out of Warwick 
caſtle, 200 out of Coventry, and about 3oo of the moſt for- 
ward of the country, who came and offered themſelves; a 
troop of horſe ſent him by ſir John Gell, and 100 dragoons 
in all, about 1200 ſtrong. With thoſe, and one demi-culverin, 
and ſome ſmall drakes, he advanced, and came before the 
town of Litchfield, on Wedneſday the 1ſt of March. After 
ſome hot, but ſhort ſervice, he obliged lord Cheſterheld to 
leave the town, and retire into the cloſe, or yard belonging 
to the minſter; a place, which by the ſtrength of the walls, 
and its ſituation, was much more defenſible. While his ſoldiers 
| EIS . | were

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were aſſaulting this place, and particularly St. Chad's church, 
thereto adjoining, lord Brooke being withdrawn into a houſe, 
to give directions, as he was looking out of the window for 
that purpoſe, a muſket- bullet ſtruck him in the right (i) eye, 
of which he immediately died. His ſoldiers were ſo exaſperated 
at his death, that ſir John Gell being ſent for, and ſupplying 
his place, the aſſault was renewed with more fury than before; 
the cloſe was forced, and all within made priſoners. 


Sir William Dugdale (k), ſpeaking of this lord Brooke, 


gives this character of him: „ A perſon he was, who for the 


< nobleneſs of his extraction, and many perſonal endowments, 
5< deſerved a better fate; at leaſt to have fallen in a better 
« cauſe; who (had he lived, it is believed by his friends) 
5 would ſoon have ſeen through the pretences of that faction.“ 


Let us next ſee how his character (not only as a great man, 
but an able writer) appears in the hands of one of his own party, 
one of the moſt celebrated writers of his age: Milton(I), in a 
ſpeech, in which he pleads for the LIBERTY of UNLICENSED 
PRINTING, addreſſing himſelf to the parliament, ſays, “ T 
<« ſhall only repeat what I have learnt from one of your ho- 
nourable number, a right honourable and pious lord, who, 
had he not ſacrificed his life and fortune to the church and

him, I am ſure; yet I, for honour's ſake, and may it be 
eternal to him, ſhall name him, the lord Brooke.

&« He there exhorts us to bear with patience and humility,

After his death, which happened in the 36th year of his age, 
the parliament, by an ordinance, ſettled the wardſhip of the 
young lord Brooke, his ſon, upon Catherine, lady Brooke, his 
widow (m). And a few years after, the commons, on a meſ- 
ſage from the lords, voted 5000 l. for the uſe of his youngeſt, 
a poſthumous ſon. By this lady he had iſſuè, in all, five ſons, 
viz. Francis, who ſucceeded him in honour and eftate ; Ro- 
bert, who ſucceeded his brother; Edward and Algernon, who 
both died batchelors; and Fulke, born after the death of his 
father, who ſucceeded his brother Robert. 


Francis GREVILE, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded as Baron 
BrookE; but dying unmarried in the ſame year with his 
father, 5 


RoBERT GREVILE, the ſecond ſon, ſucceeded his brother 
as Lord BROOKE. He was inſtrumental in the reſtoration of 
king Charles II. and was (n) one of the ſix lords ſent by the 
houſe of peers to Holland, with twelve of the houſe of com- 
mons, to preſent the humble invitation and ſupplication of the 
parliament, „ That his majeſty would be pleaſed to return, 
<« and take the government of the kingdom into his hands.” 
He was appointed lord lieutenant of the county of Stafford 4 
city of Litchfield, on the 20th of Auguſt, 1660. He was 
| cConſtituted

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conſtituted recorder of Warwick for life, in a new charter 
granted to that corporation; which office his predeceſſors, 
Fulke, the firſt lord Brooke, Robert lord Brooke, his father, 
and the earl of Bedford, his uncle, (during the minority of his 
brother Francis) had held before him. He was likewiſe choſen 
high ſteward of Stafford, and Stratford upon Avon. He con- 
tributed much to the embelliſhment of Warwick caſtle, by fit- 
ting up the ſtate-apartment there, at a conſiderable expence, 
and in a manner ſuited to the taſte of the timès in which he 
lived. He married Anne, daughter, and at laſt ſole heir, to 
John Doddington, eſquire, ſon and heir of fir William Dod- 
dington of Bremer, in the county of Southampton, knight; 
by whom he had fix ſons, viz, John, Francis, Charles, Ro- 
bert, William, and Fulke, who all died young; and two 
daughters; Anne, married to William earl of Kingfton ; and 
Doddington, to Charles earl, and afterwards duke of Man- 
cheſter. He died at Bath the 13th of February, 1676, and 


leaving no male iſſue, was ſucceeded in honour and eſtate by 


Fulke, his youngeſt brother. 


FuLKkE LORD BRooks, ſoon after the death of his brother, 
was choſen recorder of Warwick ; and upon the renewal of the 
charter of that corporation, was therein conſtituted recorder for 
life. He married, while his brother was alive, Sarah, daughter 
of fir Francis Daſhwood, knight, and alderman of London; 
by whom he had itue four ſons, and ſeven daughters, viz. 
Francis, his eldeſt fon ; Algernon, ſecond ſon ; Doddington, 


third ſon, who died at Bath unmarried, 1738; and Robert, 


fourth ſon, who died beyond the ſeas. Of the ſeven daughters, 
Catherine, the eldeſt, was marricd, firſt, to Baptiſt Noel, earl of 
Gainſborough, and ſecondly, to John Sheffield, duke of Buck- 


ingham; Anne, ſecond daughter, died unmarried ; Elizabeth, 


third daughter, was wedded to Francis lord Guildford; the 
three next daughters, Sarah, Mary, and Diana, died unmar- 
ried; and Henrietta, the youngeſt, was married to fir James 
Long, of Draycote in the county of Wilts, baronet. The 

| ſaid 
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faid Fulke, lord Brooke, died at his ſeat at Twickenham, in 
the county of Middleſex, in the 68th year of his age, on the 
22d of October, 1710. Algernon, the ſecond ſon, married 
Mary, daughter of lord Arthur Somerſet, fifth ſon of Henry 
duke of Beaufort: by whom he had two daughters; Mary, 
married to Shuckburgh Boughton, eſquire; and Heſter : as 
alſo one ſon, Fulke Grevile, eſquire, who by Frances his wife, 
daughter of James Macartney, eſquire, hath iſſue ſix ſons ; 
Algernon, who died young ; William, James, Robert, Henry- 
Francis, and Charles ; as alſo one daughter, Frances-Ann, 
married to John Crewe, of Crew hall, in the county of Cheſter, 
eſquire. The above-mentioned Francis, the eldeſt ſon, having 
married the lady Anne Wilmot, eldeſt daughter of John, and 
ſiſter and coheir of Charles earl of Rocheſter, (and widow of 
Henry Baynton, of Spy park in the county of Wilts, eſquire) 
died eleven days before his father, leaving iſſue, by the ſaid lady 
Anne, two ſons; Fulke, who ſucceeded his grandfather ; and 
William: alſo two daughters; Elizabeth, who died unmarried ; 
and Catherine, wedded to the honourable Charles Egerton, 
eſquire, the youngeſt ſon of John earl of Bridgewater, 


| Forks LonD BRooKE ſurvived his father and grand- 
father but five months: he died at Univerſity college in Ox- 


ford, in February, 1711, and was ſucceeded by his brother 
William. | | 


WILLIAM Lord Brooke, ſoon after he came of age, was 
choſen recorder of Warwick. He married Mary, ſecond 
daughter and coheir of the honourable Henry Thynne, 
eſquire, who was only ſon to Thomas lord viſcount Wey- 
mouth, but died in- the life-time of his father. By this lady 
(who died on the 29th of March, 1720) he had three ſons; 
William, who died four months old; Fulke, who departed 
this life, aged twenty-two months and fix days ; and Francis, 
now Earl Brooke, and Earl of Warwick. He died in the 33d 
year of his age, on the 28th of July, 1727, 


FRrRaANCis, 
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FrANcis, the preſent Earr Brooke, and EARL of 
WARWICK, ſucceeded his father, as Lord BRooke, when but 
eight years old; and ſoon after he came of age, was choſen 
recorder of Warwick. In May, 1742, he married the honour- 
able Elizabeth Hamilton, eldeſt daughter to the lord Archibald 
Hamilton, (a younger ſon of William duke of Hamilton) by 
the lady Jane Hamilton, daughter to James earl of Abercorn. 
On the 14th of April, 1743, he had a daughter, Louiſa- 
Auguſta, to whom his royal highneſs the prince of Wales was 
godfather, and the princeſs of Wales godmother ; on the 11th 
of May, 1744, a ſecond daughter, Frances-Elizabeth, now 
the wife of fir Henry Harpur, baronet; and on the 6th of July, 
1745, a third, Charlotte-Mary, who married John lord Garlies, 
ſon to the earl of Galloway, and died on the 31ſt of May, 1763. 
Theſe daughters were born in London. The year following he 
was, by letters patent, dated July 7, in the 2oth year of king 
George II. raiſed to the dignity of an ear], by the title of EarL 
BROOEE of Warwick-caltle, in the county of Warwick. And 
on the 16th of September, in the ſame year, he had a ſon, 
George, lord Greville, born at Warwick caſtle, the king 
doing him the honour of ſtanding godfather by lord Conway 
his proxy. On the firſt of March, 1748, he had a fourth 
daughter, born at London, who was chriſtened Iſabella, but 
died the ſame day: and on the 12th of May, 1749, he had 
a ſecond ſon, Charles-Francis, born at his houſe at North-end, 
in the county of Middleſex. On the death of the duke of 
Montagu, the King, on the 16th of July, 1749, was pleaſed to 
appoint him lord lieutenant and cuſtos rotulorum of the county 
of Warwick, in the room of his grace. On the 3d of Febru- 
ary, 1751, he had a third ſon, Robert-Fulke, born in London. 
In March, 1753, he was made knight of the moit ancient 
order of the Thiftle. On the 13th of November, 1759, he 
was by patent created Earr or Warwick, and afterwards 
obtained a grant, to him and his deſcendants, earls of Warwick, 
for bearing the creit anciently uſed by the earls of that county, 
Viz. A BEAR ERECT, ARGENT, MUZZLED, GULES, SUPPORT= 
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ING A RAGGED STAFF OF THE FIRST ; and of which grant
